Henry Acker, deck-hand, badly scaid all over the 
body: Patrick Ranser, deck-hand, terribly scalded all 
over the body and cut around the eyes, the shock

The boats, 
as you see, were uninjured, but _ this 


we did not know at first, for it was impossible to 
get a light in the confusion. We signaled for a 
tug with lanterns, but fortunately the explosion 
Was seen, and tugs were soon alongside. It is im- 
possible to tell how it occurred, as the men who 
may know are among the injured.” 

James Mahoney, one of the firemen, said: “You 
see it was like this: I was just off watch, 
ant, being as I was up late last night, I 
turned into my bunk right away; but no 
sooner had I got comfortably settled down 
than I heard a nojse like as if you’d bust a bag, 
oniy louder. *What’s the matter? says I to my. 
partner in the next bunk, ‘She’s goin’ down.’ 


‘The h—l she is,’ says I Then I 
made for the door and looked over the rail 
to see how low down we lay. When 
I saw we wasn't going under, I tried 


to go forward, for I heard ’em crying and 
groaning and hollering, every one for himself, but 
the deck was torn away and everything knocked 
over, sothatI couldn’t see whereI was.

James Nelson, a deck-hand, said: “ The decking 
rose right up, anda piece of flooring struek me 
and knooked me down. I can't tell you any more. 
When I got upit was just as youseeitnow. It 
was the wildest crew I ever saw. Those 
that were hurt were groaning and those that 
were not were so excited they didn’t know what 
they weredoing. IfI had stood eight or ten feet 
further from the cabin, I'd have caught the whole 
thing. I noticed just beforeI went out where I 
stood when the explosion came, that she was 
making steam pretty heavy.” 

Henry Morgan, the fireman, was coaling up at the 
time of the explosion. He said early this morn- 
ing when seen at the General Hospital, that 
the force of the explosion threw him forward 
to the bulkheads. He attributes the explosion 
to the fact that the water was toolow. Some 
trouble had been experienced with the boiler 
which blew up, it haying forsome hours previous 
to the explosion been blowing off. In the early 
part of the wages the engineer told him to drop 
the dampers and shove back his fire, so that 
steam would go down. In a few minutes after- 
ward, however, the engineer came out and 
said: “‘Whatin b—lare you doing?’ and he then 
ordered the fires to be spread and steam got up as 
soon as possible. Morgan says the engineer and 
oiler were * as drunk as lords.” The engineer was 
so drunk that he cou!d not stand. When the boller 
blew up the gauge registered 58 pounds. At that 
time the engineer and oiler were on top of the 
bolier, trying to weight down the Govern- 
ment valve so that the steam could not 
escape. The deck hands who were on deck 
at the time of the explosion and who were 
burt had just taken up the fenders and were pre- 
paring to go below to trim the vessel. Thischarge

CARDINAL M’CLOSKEY ASSISTING AT A MA&S

The Roman Catholic Cathedral was devoid 
of extraneous ornamentation yesterday. Not even 
a flower diverted attention from its arehitectural

crowded—pews and aisles—from the doors almost 
tothe sanctuary rail, and the numerous ushers 
found employment for every spare. moment in un- 
seating those who persisted in appropriating the 
seats reserved for the visiting priests. Just before 
10 o’clock a well-dressed woman, who had made 
her way nearly to the end of the centre aisle, 
She was promptly seized by two 
ushers, one of whom clapped his hand over her 
mouth, and hustled her the Jength of the edifice to 
Her bonnet fell off, and she struggled 
violently, uttering shrieks and protestations when- 
ever she could get her mouth free.

FRANK SHERWIN’S ARREST 


THE WEALTHY RANCHMAN’S EX- 
PERIENCE IN A CHICAGO CELL. 
SHADOWED BY DETECTIVES AND TAKEN ON 
FOUR OLD INDICTMENTS—RIS CAREER 

AND ROMANTIC WEDDING. 


CuicaGo, Sept. 30.—Frank R. Sherwin, the 
ranchman, who was arrested on a telegram from 
Albany, is now at the Tremont House in the cus- 
tody of two of Pinkerton’s aetectives. He has 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus, which wili 
be argued to-morrow. Sherwin, accompanied 
by a young bride, a daughter and son by 
his first wite, a lady’s maid, and an Ethiopian body 
servant, arrived at the Tremont House on Weanes- 
day. The party traveled in elegant style, and at the 
hotel nothing but the finest suite of rooms on the 
parlor floor would answer under aby eircumstances. 
But amid all the splendor of tne surroundings two 
of Pinkerton’s detectives were shadowing every 
movement of Sherwin. Tne climax was hastened 
on Thursday morning by the receipt of a dis- 
pateh from D. Cady Herrick, District Attorney 
at Albanyy N. Y., at Police Head-quartets, re- 
questing the detention of one Frank R. Sherwin. 
of New-Mexico, who was supposed to be stopping 
in Chicago. The telegram stated that Mr. Sherwin 


was wanted on six indictments, and that an officer 
was on bis way with a requisition from the Gover- 
nor of New-York. Detectives were at once sent 
on a tourof the hotels and the sought for name 
































































































was finally found on the Tremont Honse 
register, The officer eonsiderately informed 
Sherwin that there was no hurry at 


all, and he could have ample time todress and par- 
take of his matutinal repast. They accord- 
ingly ascended to Mr. Sherwin’s apartmen 
and after his body-servant had completed 
his toilet to perfection, the prisoner was 
perestrted to go with his family to the 

reakfast-room. At the conclusion of the meal 
he informed his family that he was going out 
with a friend and would return in 2 short time. 
The detective started to walk to Poliee Head- 
peeetor ne but his high-toned prisoner eould rot 
think fora momentof such a plebeian method of 
procedure, and at once ordered a carriage, paying 
for the same out of his own pocket. He gave the 
driver directions to drive to the law office of 
Emery A. Storrs, but the officer counter- 
manded the order, with instructions to drive 
to Police Head-quarters, and notwithstanding 
Sherwin’s strenuous objections, he found himself 
in ashort time inthe presence of Lieut. Kipicy. 
The Lieutenant telegraphed to Mr. Herrick at Al- 
bany of Sherwin's arrest, and immediately received 
a reply to hold him until an officer ved with 
four requisitions. The prisoner was shown the 
dispatch, and officer Palmer was directed to take 
him to the armory. Mr. Sherwin said: 

“* But you are surely not going to lock me tp. 
I have been arrested 13 times in my life, but such 
an indignity has never been put upon me. I have 
always been allowed to remain at my hotel in the 
custody of an officer.” 

The Lieutenant, however, wasobdurate, and Mr. 
Sherwin, with very little grace, was hustled off to 
the station and locked in acell, From the fact 
that the institution was somewhat crowded his 
discomfiture was not lessened when he discovered 
bimself a fellow-lodzer with an ordinary crook from 
California. He sent for his attorney, Emory A. 
Storrs, but the latter was unable todo anytning 
for his distinguishea client, and he was compelied 
to languish through the long hours of the night ic 
a dingy prison cell. 

** Sherwin,”’ said Emery A. Storrs, his counsel. 
“‘ was arrested on Friday afternoon by the police 
upor the strength of a telegraphic dispatch from 
the State of New-York requesting Chief Doyle ta 
make the arrest, followed by a_ telegram 
from Gov. Cleveland to the effect that 
a& requisition had been granted on 
four indictments and would be sent last night. 
These indictments are of very old standing. and 
are, from what I could learn, rather vexa- 
tious in their character. They were found, 
if I remember correctly, some time in the 
year 1874. There were some political features 
connected with the indictments, and if I am cor- 
rectly advised they relate merely to his supposed 
responsibility as a banker, and as such the cus- 
todian of some pubiic money. That being the na- 
ture of his arrest, I took him before Judge Barnum 
poses morning on a writ of habeas corpas, bat 

fore taking him there I discovered that the Pin- 
kértons bad bail pieces in their hands for the State 
of New-York, so called, that is to say, a 
record of some habeas corpus cases that Sher- 
win had appealed to e Court of Ap- 
peals, and on which he had executed hi 
bonds, amounting in the aggregate only to 
the sum of $3,000, and on which one E. M. Know, 
« hatter, went with bim as his security. A 
writ of habeas corpus has been sued ont 
on these, and it will probably be heard 
Monday morning. If he is discharged, 
my impression is that he will not remain in Chicago 
any great length of time. Itlooksto me a good 
deai like a spite affair for the purpose of forcing 
settlements on some alleged indebtedness, grow- 
ing out of transactions which Sherwin has had 
with some of these parties.” 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 30.—The report tele- 
graphed from Chicago last night of the arrest of 
millionaire Frank R. Sherwin, on an old charge 
hanging over him, in connection with the proseca- 
tion of Phelps, the New-York State Treasury 
cashier, in 1873, recalls many interesting things 
about thetfman. During the war he was in the 
wholesale dry goods trade in this city, but failed 
for a large amouat, and withoutacent journeyed to 
New-York. There he worked his way up and be- 
came interested in a large business, and aiter a 
few years of prosperity made a flat failure. A 
half-dozen years ago he was sent to Sonora, New- 
Mexico, in the interest of the Holland stockholders 
of the celebrated Maxwell land grant. This proved 
a bouanza for bim, and ina few years he was a 
millionaire. A few weeks ago the parties whom he 
represented preferred charges of crookeduess, and 
he was relieved of the management of the Maxwell 
grant. He lived in princely style in a mansion 
near Sonora, and is the owner of mining and stock 
interests of untold {value. Sbherwin's life has been 
peculiarly romantic. While abroad a year or so ago 
his wife died, and six weeks ago, as printed in Tue 
Times then, he eloped with and married a very 
beautiful young lady, the daughter of Gov. Gilpin, 
of Colerado. Sherwin became greatly enamored 
of the young lady, and his affection was recipro- 
cated. They planned an elopement, and it was 
successfully carried out. The young lady jour- 
neyed to Baltimore, where Sherwin joined her, 
and they were hurriedly married. It is said that 
Gov. Gilpin was in hot pursutt, but he arrived too 
late to prevent the nuptiat knot being tied. It is 
supposed that Sherwin will ke taken directly te 
New-York, where bis offense was committed. 


BLAZE FROM AN O1L-TANKE. 
pee SSO ST ES 
AN EXPLOSION AND LOSS OF ABOUT $25,000 
AT GREENPOINT. 

A tank in the yards of the Kings County Oil 
Works, at the junction of Kingsland-avenue and 
Newtown Creek, Greenpoint, exploded about @ 
o'clock last evening, with a deafening report, send- 
ing a sheet of fire hundreds of feet into the air, 
A dense volume of jet blaek smoke rose from the 
ruins, and, being driven down into the streets by the 
strong wind whieh prevailed,almost blinded passing 
pedestrians. Three engines were soon noon the 
seene, and immediately streams of water were be- 
ing thrown into the blazing oil and against the sur- 
rounding tanks. The exploded tank, No. 29, was 
one on the edge of a circle of others. and the wind 
blowing the flame and smoke directly away from 
them the firemen soon ceased throwing water 
against the remaiving tanks, and devoted their en- 
tire enerzy in subduing the fire in the burning one. 
The glare in the sky could be secn distinctly 
from the extreme western part of this City, and 
crowds of people, attracted by it, crossed over the 
Twenty-third-street and Thirty-fourth-street fer- 
ries, and trudging abouta mile out through the 
rain and mud, stood for hours watebing the prog- 
ress of the flames. The ¢apacity of the tank was 
27,000 barrels, but at the time of the explosion it 
was only about two-thirds full. The cause of the 
explosion could not be ascertained. A small! brick 
building, directly in front of the tank, formerly 
used as an engine-house, canght fire at about §:30 
o’cloek, and, despite the efforts of the firemen, 
was burned tothe ground. It bad not been used 
for some time, except as a store-house for old odds 
and ends, and there was nothing of any value in it 
when burned. The entire loss will fall upon Sone 
& Fleming. the proprietors of the works, and wif 
reach about $25,000.

THE SEA. 
| {HE MAGNITUDE OF THE CANNING BUEI- 
NESS IN JOHN JACOB ASTOR’S OLD 
TRADING POST ON THE COLUMBIA. , 
Astorta, Oregon, Sept. 14.—Standing on 
the hill that dominates the city of Astoria and 
looking out upon the misty Pacific, or back- 
ward to the winding shores of the Columbia, 
one feels that he has at last reached the west- 
wn verge of the continent. ‘From this hill to 
ihe northward one sees the wooded heights of 
Washington Territory on the opposite shore 
of the Columbia, which is seven miles distant 
at this point. Westward, at the upper side of 
the river mouth, is Cape Disappointment with 
its solitary light-house and bluffy, fir-crowned 


' pidge. On the southern or Oregon side is the 


headland on which is situated Fort Adams, 
defending the entrance to this noble river. 
South-westerly one sees a well-sheltered cove

Turning one’s gaze downward, at the foot of 
the hill is seenva straggling town scattered 
along the base, divided by a ridge that juts 
out into the harbor and is built on piles driven 

the water-front. Astoria so com- 
mandingly situated, both as regards pictur- 
ueness and commerce, that one cannot 
p es the shrewdness of John 
Jacob Astor, who founded here his trading 
post in 1811, The anent American set- 
tlement, made in 145, yet remains, but so 
overleid with the modern growth of the town 
as, to be hardly recognizable. The trading 
— founded by Astor was removed up the 
umbia before that date to Vancouver, on 
what is now the Washington Territory side of 
the Columbia, and only the small village of 
* Astoria remained to mark the spot that had 
been a bone of contention between England 
and the United States for many years, As- 
toria is now known all over the world as the seat 
of the salmon-canning industry, anda glance 
at the canneries that skirt the water-front sur- 
prises even those who thought they knew some- 
thing of the extent of the business, When 
our landed from the steamer that had 
brought them down from Portland, a distance 
of about 80 miles, they were confronted by an 
immense ornamental banner stretched across 
the head of the wharf, bearing this inscription : 
** We sent East this year by the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad 282,000 cases of salmon. We 
will send 300,000 cases, 11,200 tons, 1,000 car- 
loads, 50 full trains by the Northern Pacific 
next year.” This appears to be a pretty accu- 
rate statement, and when we consider that 
two-thirds of the entire salmon-canning busi- 
mess of the Pacific coast is done in Astoria, 
and that the net value of Astoria’s 
staple product is nearly $3,000,000 a year, 
the somewhat florid boast of the Astorian 
Reception Committee appears reasonable. 
There are 37 canneries in the town, built upon 
piles along the harbor-front, convenient to 
water, and contrived to be easily rid of the 
offal of the fish. These canneries are owned 
for the most part by corporations; some are 
owned by persons living in other cities, and 
some by co-operative shareholders. There are 
about 2,000 boats engaged 1m fishing, and, as 
two men manage one boat, there are 4,000 
fishers engaged in the busy season, which lasts 
from April 1 to Aug. 1. The work in the can- 
neries is almost exclusively done by Chinese, 
of whom about 4,000 are employed. These 
figures sufficiently indicate the maguitude of 
the business; and when I add that 153,600 tons 
of salmon were here during the present 
peason, a fair idea of the fruitfulness of this 
harvest of the sea may be gained. 

Where the exveriment of co-operation has 
been fairly tried here it has succeeded admuira- 
bly. The co-operative stockholders own equal 
shares in their factory, and each man ownsa 
boat and mans and sails it himself, or he fur- 
nishes a hand to manage it for him. A fore- 
man (who isa shareholder) oversees the fac- 
tery, and the Chinamen are paid (at the rate of 
#1 per day) out of the gross profits. ‘The firms 

_or individuais who own the canneries not run 
on co-operative principles furnish to each fish- 
erman his outfit and pay him a fixed price for 
each fish, deducting one-third of the market 
rate for the use of his outfit. A boat proper! 
equipped for the season costs $750. Th 
year the market price of salmon was 90 
cents each, yr a heavy run comin 

the price dropped as low as 4 
scents during the season. The price 
Is fixed by mutual agreement, and, partly 
owing to the wholesome influence of the co- 
operative concerns, the result arrived at is 
ususually satisfactory all around. The fisber- 
men are largely of foreign birth, Scandina- 
vians, Italians, and Greeks being largely rep- 
resented, Without Chinese labor, the canners 
say, the werk could not be done, and Chinese 

rmen are relied upon as being more 
steady than the proud Caucasians. As so large 

a number as 40,000 fish may be caught in a 
single day, at a market price not less than 50 
cents each, one can readily see into what ex- 
cesses the lucky fisherman may be tempted, 


~ ‘The whisky shops of Astoria are almost as 


in number as the houses of 
te business and residence. The 
4 an never gets drunk, never strikes 
for higher wages, and never hesitates to 
* work extra hours whena greatrun of fish 
comesin. The white man is less trustworthy 
. In these respects. The Chinamen, too, are very 
exvert in handling the fish. The “slitter,” as 
he is called, is usually a stalwart Chinaman 
* who ranges a iong row of fish on a table be- 
' fore him, with the tails toward him. With a 
rapid movement he walks along the row, cut- 
ting off tails and fins as he moves. Then the 
fish sre reversed, and, with equal celerity, he 
chops off each head with a single motion. 
Then he slits the fish open and removes the 
sntrails, It seems to an observer that there is 
great waste here, as no serious attempt is made 
bo utilize the offal, which is rich 1n oil and fer- 
tilizers. The average weight of the live sal- 
mon is 32 pounds each, although fish weighing 
as high as 80 pounds have been caught. The 
dressed fish weighs just about one-half less 
than it does when caught. 

The introduction of labor-saving ma- 
chinery has greatly facilitated the opera- 
tionsofcanning. Revolving knives cut the fish 
to the exact size of the cans into which they 
are to be packed, and an elaborate and in- 
genious machine fills each can as rapidly as 
60 men could when working with their hands. 
Eacb can is passed through many processes, 
the total number of handlings being about 
200. And yet, so rapid is tholabor and so 
abundant the supply of fish, that the canner is 
fairly satisfied if he can make a profit of 10 
cents per can. The freight on one hun- 
dred-weight of canned salmon from Astoria to 
New-York is $1 25 by the Central Pacific Rail- 
road. To this, however, must be added freight, 
drayage, and other charges to San Fran- 
cisco, These charges are now saved by 
the shipper, as he can send his goods to 
the East by the Northern Pacific Railroad at 
the same rate heretofore paid to the Central 
Pacific from San Francisco. The saving by 
the opening of the new highway is is about 20 
cents per case of four dozen cans. When the 
New-York purchaser of Astoria canned salmon 

_considers whathe pays for a case of these 
goois, and remembers that the original pro- 
ducer is glad to get 10 cents for each one- 
- pound can, and that the freight chargea are 
f Biss per hundred-weight, he may be able to

' secure before the shipment reaches the con-

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A NATIONAL CENTENNIAL 


PREPARATIONS FOR A GRAND DIS- 
“PLAY AT NEWBURG. 
MEMORIES OF WASHINGTON’S HEAD-QUAR- 
TERS—MOMENTOUS EVENTS WHICH OC- 
CURRED THERE AND HOW THEY WILL 

BE CELEBRATED. 

NEwsuRG, Sept. 29.—Faneuil Hall, in Bos- 
ton, is famous as the “Cradle ef Liberty,” yet 
nothing in particuiar happened within its walls. 
Independence Hall, in Philade!phia, is rightly eele- 
brated, for within it was settled the question of 
our national independence. But it is doubtful 
whether the mention of Washington's head-quar- 
ters at Newburg calls to the minds of persons of 
average information memories of momentous 
events. Yet within tho walls of that little building 
were laid the scenes of evyents—not one, but sey- 
eral—secona to no others in the history of this Na- 
tion. It was there that a Colonel of the Revolu- 
tionary Army, on its behalf, tendered to Washing- 
ton a dictatorship and a erown. Hadsuch a tender 
been made to any ordinary man, there can be no 
doubt that the whole courso of events leading 
up to our present primacy among the republics of 
the world would have been changed. An oeea- 
sion not less critieal arose soon after. The army 
had fought for years ill-clad and worse fed. For 
that they eared nothing, but they were not paid, 
and their wives and children were dying of hard- 
ships. What was worse yet, Congress showed no 
appreciation of their woes. The soldiers had 
neither sympathy nor cash, but they determined to 
have revenge. The war was over, but its fruits 
threatened to be lost in a mutinous outbreak which 
could not be controlled, and the result of which 
must have been terrible. The occasion was not 
one for high-handed measures, 
to be doubted that Washington scareely know 
how he should address the meeting of Generals 
which he summoned. His first few words were 
involuntary, but they set the key of the occasion. 
His spectacles gave him trouble. As he adjusted 
them he said: “ These eyos, my friends, have 


grown dim and these locks white in the service, 

et I never doubted the justice of my country.” 

ith difficulty he controlled his emotion, and pro- 
ceeded in the calm eloquence so peculiarly his 
own. Within an hour the Generals who had re- 
solved to betray him passed formal resolutions as- 
suring him of their affootion, and justified their 
words by their deeds. It was there that, later, he 
nee omy | peace and disbanded his army with his 
mmortal farewell address. Lately mach thought- 
less, and perhaps harmlegs, fun has been made of 
the stately character of Washington. But if any 
one fitted to appreciate creat events should try to 
realize the meaning of these three occasions and 
should read or reread the words of Washington 
upon them, he would gain a new regard for his 
heroic figure and would entirely sympathize with 
the commemorative exercises which are to be held 
here on Oct. 18, 

Newburg is bustling with preparation for this 
centennial celebration, and everybody is taiking 
aboutit. Merchants are laying in large stocks of 
decorative, materiaJs. The papers of the town 
contain centennial news in every issue. Every 
form of organization is getting ready to take part 
in the demonstration. The very alr seems charged 
with patriotie sentiment. The arrangements are 
now almost entirely completed, and the celebration 
promises to be of extensive proportions and 
great interest. The pressure of large crowds of 
people is looked for from every direction. All Sum- 
mer unparalleled numbers of visitors have come 
to the city daily, attracted by the centennial talk 
and Revolutionary associations of the place. Fre- 
quent requests for entertainment on the great day 
are daily received by the kotels, which will not be 
able te care for a tithe of the expected guests, but 
which will be ** helped out”’ by a variety of impro- 
vised accommodations. Large steam-boats will be 
pressed into the service. y private houses 
will be transformed into temporary hostelries, and 
numerous people are now getting ready to erect 
refreshment stands, &0. One man alone, who 
asks for offieial consent to use a plot of ground 
belonging to the city. agrees to be prepared to 
feea from 8,000 to 10,009 people. 

The arrangements for the celebration are in 
good hands. The committees include such men 
as Mr. Ward, Mayor of the city; the Hon. J. T. 
Headley, historian and ex-Secretary of State; the 
Hon. John J. S. MeCrosbery, an ex-Mayor; the 
Hon. M. H. Hirschberg, an ex-Judge: J. C. Adams, 
formerly Pestmaster; State Senator James Mackin: 
Supreme Court Judge Charlies F. Brown; the 
Hon. James G. Graham, ex-member of 
Aesembly; the Hon, D. 3B. St, John, 
ex-State Senator; Homer Ramsdell; Thomas W. 
Chrystic, of the Society of the Cincinnati; ex- 
Mayor A. 8. Cassedy; Col. Dickey; Joseph M. 
Diokey, formerly member of Assembly; Col. E. 
D. Hayt; Co}. Jokn B. Leverich, and others no less 
prominent. Liberal appropriations for the affair 
have been made by the National and State Gov- 
ernments, and the most cordial desire for its 
complete success is shown on every side. 

The programme for the day will oceupy every 
hour from sunrise till long after sunzet, including 
salutes from the shore and from the war vessels on 
the water, with possibly answering guns from West 
Point, nine miles distant. The main features, how- 
ever, will be a procession, exercises on the grounds 
surrounding Washington's head-quarters, (where 
athirty-five-thousand-do)lar obelisk is to be erected 
in commemoration of the events celebrated,) and 
a display of fire-works. The procession is 
to form at 10 A, M., and move promptly at 
11 o’clock, in order to give ample time for its re- 
view, from a stand at the end of the route, by 
President Arthur and otber distinguishea guests 
previous to the ceremonies of jthe afternoon. The 
procession will he headed by Cappa’s celebrated 
Seventh Kegiment Band, and it will be 
in charge of Col. Charles H. Weygant, 
who distinguished himself in the civil war as the 
last commanding officer of the gallant One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fourth New-York Volunteers. 
Special effort will be made to have the 13 original 
States as well represented as possible. Among the 
military bodies will be the noted Putnam Phalanx, 
of Hartford, Conn., which exists only to commemo- 
rate the deeds and men of the Revolution, and 
who will parade in larger force than ever before 
in their history. 

The Secretary of War will send representative 
bodies of cavalry, artillery, and infantry. It has 
not yet been desided whether the West Point Ca- 
det Corps will participate. The West Point mill- 
tary band will, however, be here. New-York City 
will be represented in the military division by 
Major-Gen. Shaler,ecommander of the New-York 
City division of the State National Guard, ac- 
companied by a staff of 12 mounted offleers; 
Col. Emmons Clark and 800 men of the 
Seventh Kegiment; the Twenty-second Regiment, 
Col. Josiah Porter, with 700 or 800 men; the Old 
Guard, Major MacLean, with 250 men: Company I, 
Seventy-first Regiment, Capt. Abel Belknap; 100 
men of Company H, Seventy-first Regiment, Capt. 
Jordan; 85 men of the First Company of Washing- 
ton Continentals, and an independent organization 
wearing the old Continental uniform. Brooklyn 
will send the Thirteenth Regiment, Col. D. E. Aus- 
ten, with 600 men. The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
Chaplain, will probably accompany the regiment. 

The Twenty-third Regiment, of Brooklyn, Col. 
Rodney C. Ward, with 600 men, will also come. 
Companies will also come from Yonkers, Mount 
Vernon, Poughkeepsie, Catskill, Hudson, Pecks- 
kill, Albany, Troy, Hartford, Conn., and other 
places. The Grand Armyof the Republic will 
have from 1,500 tu 2,000 men in the procession. 
The United States Navy will be represente: by 
Rear-Admiral Cooper and staff, Commodore Luce 
and staff, a company of marines, and a large 
battalion of sailors and three battalions of naval! 
apprentices from the North Atlantic squadron 
and training ships Saratoga, Portsmouth, and 
Jamestown, which will be anchored in Newburg 
Bay. 

Among the civil organizations parading will be 
many Knights Templar, Knights of Pytbias, and 
several bodies of fremen. Tho companies of this 
city, who have always stood very high for fine 
appearance and handsome apparatus, have ex- 
pended thousands of dollars getting ready for the 
occasion. Some have been hard at work for two 
or three years, and will come out with wholly new 
apparatus and uniforms. ‘o the list of visiting 
companies there will hardly be any end. It 
is now known that there will he compa- 
nies from Kingston, Yonkers, Binghamton, 
Port Jervis, Counecticut, &c., and in some 
cases more than one from one piace. 
The demands of the occasion have made a “ cor- 
ner” in brass bands, some orgavizations belug com- 
pelied to go toa great distance to secure necessary 
mu-ic, The line of march is four miles long. 

The exercises at the head-quarters will begin 
at 2 P. M. An immense grand stand is to 
be erected for notable guests, the choir 
of 1,000 voices, speakers, &c. United States 
Senator Beyard. of Delaware, will preside. 
** Hail Columbia,’’ Handel’s ** Hallelujah Chorus,” 
and a grand Te Deum by Dudley Buck, accom- 
panied by Cappa's fall band, will be sung, It is 
proposed to ask Henry Ward Beeeher to make a 
prayer. William M. Evarts will deliver an oration. 
Wallace Brace wili read a poem written for the 
occasion, 

The fire-works in the evening will bea specially 
grand feature of the celebration. They will be 
almost entirely of an aerial character, the 
finest that can be procured, and they will be 
set off from floats anchored at a distance 
on the river, where they can be witnessed by hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. It is intended to 
surpass the Brooklyn bridge display. These are 
only the main features of the celebration. A big 
boat-race on the river is being agitated, in which 
Hanlan, Courtney, and others will be asked to row. 
The notable collection of Revolutionary relics he- 
longing and permanently displayed in Wash- 
ington’s Head-quarters will be 
many temporarily loaned by owners 
these it is expeeted to have on view a service of 
china possessed by the Hon. Abram 8.

THE POHT-PRIEST’S HEROZS, 


FATHER A. J. RYAN’S LECTURE UPON PEO- 
PLY WHO ACHIEVE SUCCRSS. 
“Whether you like it or not, whether you 
think it or not,” said Father Abraham J. Ryan, 
the “‘ poet-priest of the South,”’ toa large audience 
in the Church of St. Agnes, in East Forty-third- 
street, last night, ‘‘we are all hero worshipers. 


The world worships success, and herees are 
those who achieve success in whatever walks of 
life they may be.” In Christ, the speaker said, was 
found the principle of all spiritual heroism. 
Christianity had produced the greatest heroes that 
the world had ever soen. 

The words of the “ poet-priest” were uttered in 
an earnest, positive tone, and were accompanied 
by gesticulation which, aithough ee. was 
strikingly graceful. The listeners saw before them 
a black-cassocked priest of rather large stature, 
with a proad, fat face and a high forehead, be- 
neath which were a pair of half closed eyes. Long, 
flowing. dark hair streaked with gray cuvered the 
well-shaped head, and at times stray locks half 
concealed the high forehead. A sleepy expression 
scemed to cloud the good-natured face at first, 
but the spexker soon became deeply interested in 
his theme of * Beroes, Secular and Saintly,” and his 
half-closed eyes developed a wonderful expressive- 
ness, and from between his tightly closed lips is- 
sued words of stirring and pursuasive eloquence. 
Father Ryan said that it was true that heroes 
were children of fate, but the world’s greatest 
heroes were those whose heroism was based on 
tue divine spirit ef Christianity. The sacrifices 
and noble deeds of the laborers in the church 
were extolled, and the speaker paid a high tribute 
+o the women who eave up tho world’s pleasures 
entirely to serve God and God's ereatures. With 
stern impressiveness Tather Ryan said: ‘*1 have 
read in a newspaper a statement made by some- 
body that often nunneries are little better than 
houses of prostitution. The answer to such a 
statement isa cowhide and a blow. The higher 
degree of heroism practiced by these self-saori- 
ficing women cannot be correctly judged by the 
low standards of some men’s lives.'’

A VARIETY OF READING MATTER 
FOR THE AUTUMN. 


ENS RTA 
HARPER’S. 

The illustrations in the October number 
of Harper’s are, without doubt, more interest- 
ing than the written contributions; yet. some 
of these contributions are worth attention, and 
it is noticeable that most of them deal with the 


American side of life and history. It is satis- 
factory to observe the gradual Americaniza- 
tion of so strong a magazine as Harper's, 
whieh had until recently conservative tenden- 
cies in the direction of the British Islands. 
Magazines which are rigorously American 
have already accomplished much for A meri- 
can literature. Among the American subjects 
which are treated in this number are * Last 
Days of Washington’s Army in Newburg,” 
**Saunterings in Utah,” “ Among the Blue 
Grass Trotters,’”’ and ‘‘The Dawning of Inde- 
pendence.’”’ The excellent departments of the 
magazine are unusually full and well edited, 
There is not much fiction in the number, and 
there is buta singie contribution in verse—a 
sonnet by Mr. P, B. Marston. Mr, Phil Rob- 
inson says of ‘The Jumbo of Crickets” in his 
Utah article: 


“Throughout the whole Territory of Utah the 
cricket ig one ef the commen objects of the 
country, but there are criekets and crickets, and it 
is just as well when in search of the best article to 
“see that you getit.” For a consideration, there- 
fore, I will put the speoulator on the track of some 
of the grossest locusts that ever devoured green 
stuff—locusts, moreover, that squeak when pur- 
sued, Poets (American poets especially) are very 
partial to what they are pleased to call the 
oricket’s merry © . But the poet's cricket is 
the insect of the domestic hearth, a pale-eol- 
ored ghost of @ thing, all voice, and with an 
irregular midnight appetite for the _ kitchen 
cloths that are hung out to dry before the 
stove. Tho Piutes’ cricket is very much otherwise. 
It is the Jumbo of crickets, and just as black. It 
lives on the slopes of the Utah hills. among the 
sage-brush, and when alarmed tries invariably to 
jump down hill. But being al! stomach, and there- 
fore vo eg , 80 to speak, the ill-balanced insect 
invariably rotis head over heels, and every time it 
turns a somersault it squeaks dismally. 'To walk 
down the hill-side, driving 9 whole herd of these 
corpulent crickets before me, used to amuse me 
immoderately, for the spectacle of so many fat 
things simultaneously trying to jump down bill, 
simultaneously rolling head over heels, and simul- 
taneously squeaking, was mirthful enough to drive 
the dullest care away.” 


Mr. W. H. Bishep hits off a Southern habit 
in his Blue Grass talk: 


“One drops into horse talk immediately on 
alighting from the train at Lexington, and does 
not emerge frem it again till he takes kis depart- 
ure. It is the one subject always im order. Each 
successive proprietor, as he tucks you into his 
wagon, if you will go with him—anda if you will go 
with him there is no Iimit to the courtesy he wil! 
show you—deelares that now, after having seen 
animals more or less well in their way, he proposes 
to show you a horse. Fortunately, there are many 
kinds of perfection. He may have the best 
herse or colt of acertain age, the one which has 
made the best single heat, or fourth heat, or quar- 
ter of a mile, or average at all distances, or the 
best stallion or brood mare, or the ous which has 
done some of these things at private if not public 
trials. Each one has, at any rate, the colt which 
is going to be the great horse of the world. This 
is an amiable vanity easily pardoned, and the en- 
thusiasm is rather catching. A man’s stoek is 
greatly to his credit and standing in this section 
while he lives, and when he dies is printed promi- 
nently among the list of his virtues.”’ 
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THE CENTURY. 

There is the usual effort apparent in this 
month’s Century to provide abundance and 
variety of reading matter, as well as of good 
illustrations, This is an excellent average 
number--which is not altogether light praise tor 


the Century. The most serious and important 
article is one on Longfellow, written by E. C. 
Stedman. The article belongs to Mr. Sted- 
man's series of criticisms on American poets, 
and it isa very charming and thoughtful study 
of a man whom it is hard to approach impar- 
tially. Mr. Stedman’s criticism is very well 
summed up in these words: * His product rep- 
resents the full advance of American taste and 
feeling during the period covered by it, though 
not our most significant thought. He was a 
lyrical artist whose taste outranked his inspira- 
tion.” Some of the most timely and enter- 
taining articles in this Century are these: 
“Characteristics of London,” by W. J. Still- 
man; “‘In the Footsteps of Thackeray,” by 
WwW. Rideing; ‘Old New-York and Its 
Houses,’”’ by Richard Grant White, and ‘‘ Mar- 
tin Luther After Four Hundred Years,” by 
George P. Fisher. Mr, White has a poor epin- 
ion of New-York architecture; but he has also 
some hope for the future. He comes to this 
conclusion, for example: 

Nothing which could be brought within the limits 
of this article remains to be said about the older 
dwelling-honses of New-York. From Washington- 
square upward begaa the endless succession of 
* places,’ and of houses in long, monotonous rows, 
and of that series of architectural horrors known 
as ‘ brown-stone fronts.’ Thrift, and the desire 
to meet the multitudinous demands of vulvar taste 
for show, were the guiding motives of the builders 
who covered the upper part of New-York with 
houses the memory of many of which is lize a 
briek and stone nightmare. Pretension is united 
with vulgarity; and the product in many eases 
seems to have been the result of a notion that 
architectural beauty isto be attained py an in- 
definite repetition of ugliness. 

* But within thie last 10 years a new spirit has man 
ifested itself in the domestic architeeture of New- 
York. Among the housos built within that time 
are some which, according to their size and quality 
are worthy of any country and any period. he 
fantastic monstroaity in external form which pre- 
vailed throughout the previous 380 or 40 years is 
giving place to a sober but attractive and thor- 
oughly congruous elegance, while internal decora- 
tion unites comfort and domesticity with a beauty 
of form and a richness of color to which even our 
old colonial houses and those of the earlier years 
of this century did not attain. The rapid accuma- 
lation of wealth is at lastaccompanied by the ap- 
pearance of a few gifted architects, who promise 
within the next 10 years to relieve modern New- 
York from the reproach of being at once one of the 
largest and richest and one of the ugliest cities in 
the world; untortunately, they cannot help its 
being the noisiest and one of the most unclean.” 

That fine novel “The Bread-winners’— 
which, by the way, was not written by a 
Western millionaire—is continued, and Mr. 
Howells’s story, ‘‘A Women’s Keason,” is 
ended. The most conspicuous verse is by 
Roger Riordan, who appears to bea clever 
experimentalist rather than a poet. Yet there 
are some delicate and fresh touches in some of 
his poems—several of which are printed here 
together. The editor of the Century rightly 
appreciates the need of encouraging young 
American poets, and his pains have not been 
futile. There is a gooa deal of interesting 
writing in the ‘‘Open Letters” this month. 
The Century has just closed its twenty-sixth 
volume.

There are nine articles in the North Amer- 
tean Review for October, andit is hard to 
choose between them.

And though the crater of Antisana has 
ceased to excrete yolcanio matter, the activity of 
its farnace asserts itself along the base of the 
mountain in a long series of geysers and fumaroles, 
or smoke fissures. With this permanent supply of 
heat and moisture the vegetation of the volcanic 
hothouse could defy elimatic vicissitudes, and doe? 
defy the diurnal changes of its elevated habitat, 
At an altitude of 11,000 feet, where the night frosts 
limit the flora of other valleys to grasses and a few 
hardy varieties of rhododendron, the soil of the 
Val de Esmeraidas produces eaks, myrtles, moun- 
tain cedars, vines, holly, tiger lilies, rose bay, and 
buckthorn, as well as a large number of deciduous 
flowers. All along the dolomite cliffs of the upper 
valley there are temblorones, or tremble rocks, that 
vibrate under each hammer-stroke of the yolcanic 
Titans; steam forces its way through the fissures 
of the cliffs, like er struggling for expres- 
sion; the smoke crevices, the hoilow sound of each 
footfall, everything, suggestz the idea of a soil 
where a little digging would reveal strange secrets 
of the nether world.” 

Every one will, naturally, be eager to read 
Emerson’s *‘ Historic Notes of Life and Letters 
in Massachusetts,” which are full of interest 
and sagacity.

POPULAR SCIENCE MONTHLY. 

The following extract’ is taken from an 
article entitled “ How the Earth was Peo- 
pled,” translated from the Revue des Deux 
Mondes for the always interesting and valu- 
able Popular Science Monthly : 

“To M. de Mortillet the European Magdalanean 
race was only a modified prolongation of that of 
Ckelles and Moustier. Mixtures by migration and 
the co-existence of severa! races haying differently 
shaped skulls were posterior to the recent quater- 
‘nary and to the extinction of the mammoth and 
the retreat of the reindeer to the north. Then 
came an age in which, the climate having under- 
gone amelioration, the glaciers having retired to 
the foot of the mountains, and the sea having with- 
drawn trom Northern Europe to within its pres- 
ent limits. a new era was inaugurated. This 
was the era of continuous development and 
activity, the progress of which at last leads ‘us step 
by step to the invention of metals and to history 
proper. The last period, however, includes many 
sub periods. The metals were still unknown for a 
long time, and stone continued to be the only ma- 
terial used in making working-tools, A few arts, 
the necessary point of departure for all society, 
bad, however, begun to be exercised. Among 
them were the domestication of useful animals, 
beginning with the dog; agriculture, and conse- 
quently the adoption of some of the food-plants; 
the use of pottery, and. finally, the grouping of 
men and their habitations in view of common de- 
feuse, and also of the observance of religious rites. 
‘Po an age of this kind, which has left a host of 
points “in Europe, from Scandinavia to Switzer- 
lend, and from the heart of France to 
Southern Italy. M. de Mortillet his given 
the name Robennausian. To follow it on 
this new ground through its progress 
to the age of bronze, would require the considera- 
tion of details that would carry us toofar. It was 
the age of the dolmens and of the lake-yillates: in 
it man was beginning to grow out of his infanoy. 
Although, at least in Europe, he was not acquaint- 
ed with the use of metals, and possessed only a 
rudimentary agriculture and industry, and although 
his food was still scanty and his existence pre- 
carious, he had already begun to sow wheat and 
barley; he wove coarse linen cloths; he made ves- 
selg of pottery and hardened them in the fire; and 
he built real monuments to nis dead, artificial rep- 
resentations of caves made by piling rongh stones 
together. Religious rites and invocations, a kind 
ofluxury fn furniture, and medical and surgical 
processes came in vogcue. We feel that we are on 
the verge of great inventions and of gigantic ef- 
forts, tending to enlarge the formerly extremely 
narrow circle of knowledge and processes.”

It is issued in the most sumptuous 
style, and will contein 50 etchings by the an- 
thor. Mr. J. W. Bouton is the American pub- 
lisher. Other books are announced by Mr. 
Bouton as foliows: ‘‘ Une Journce D’ Enfant,” 
by Adrien Marié. Very many of the artist's 
water-colors areexquisite studies, and they lose 
nothing in the process of re action which 
has been acegmplished by M. Dujardin.

—Mr. Percy Fitzgerald, one of the most 
prosperous of the literary hacks of Lond 
and who as a maker of indifferent poo 
rivals Mr. Davenport Adams, has just b- 
lished a new work, ‘Kings and Queens of an 
Hour.” Mr. Fitzgerald’s liking for startling 
titles has led him before now into affixing 
misleading names to his volumes. Among 
the royal personages we are presentea te 
in the present work are Paul Jones, the 
Duchess of Kingston, “*L, E. L.,” and the 
Bishop of Derry and others whom it would be 
quite as absurd to cali “Kings and Queens of 
an hour.” In his preface Mr, Fitzgeraid says: 
“I cannot but think the following collectiog 
of curious and romantic adventures will be 
found interasting. They are all English and 
concerned with England, and in that view they 
are distinet from the collections published by 
my friend Mr. Becker.” After this justifica. 
tion of his work he prints a collection of news 
paper cuttings and extracts from ‘* Mme. 
a@’Arblay’s Diary and Letters” and book 
equally well known. The volumes contain, in 
fact, a disjointed and blundering gathering of 
famous anecdotes about famous people, and it 
is by no means necessary that they should 
have been Kings or Queens of even the short- 
est duration. Mr. Fitzgerald makes his beoks 
with the scissors and pet, and about his 
work there is neither thought, good judgmenty 
nor literary skill. 


—The Fine Art Society of London, who 
within the last two years have published man

by Mr. Edmund W. Gosse. Mr. Tinsworth 
whom Mr, Gosse makes the subject of his ex 
say is a very remarkable man and artist.

he commanders of the Hartford and the 
Wachusett rashly employed pilots to take 
these vessels out of certain ports of the Pa- 
cific station, and Secretary CHANDLER has 
refused to pay the bills. The standing or- 
der that forbids naval officers to employ pi- 
lots seems to have been based upon the as- 
sumption that our naval commanders and 
their subordinates are familiar with all the 
rocks and shoals in every harbor of the 
globe. Of course they do not have this 
knowledge, which is acquired by local 
pilots only after years of observa- 
tion and experience, but if any proof 
pf their ignorance is needed it is 
furnished by the recent adventures of the 
Tennessee on the coast of New-England, 
where she ran ashore because she had em- 


jPloyed no pilot. and suffered so much injury : 


that it will cost $80,000 to put her in sea- 


worthy condition. This sum would pay 
for the services of many pilots, and if tho 
Tennessee had become a total wreck the 
argument against the existing order would 
be much stronger, for she represents the ex- 
penditure of more than $8,000,000 of the 
people’s money. 


Is there not scope enough for the political 
activity and avarice of even the Democratic 
Party in the State and municipal offices, 
with the patronage properly belonging to 
them, without assailing the National Guard ? 
The militia should be as carefully sheltered 
from all political meddling as the Bench. 
To open the National Guard to political in- 
trigue and fayoritism is the surest path to 
its degeneration and ruin. 


The Rev. Mr. Hovecuton, of New-Haven, 
continues to exemplify his idea of ‘‘ true, 
manly independence in the Christian’pulpit,’’ 
and to exhibit his contempt for ‘‘ blear-eyed 
preachers who sit like owls on the rafters of 
Zion, hooting the worn-out fables of bygone. 
days,’’ by again denouncing W1LL1AM Lewis 
as the murderer of Ros—E AMBLER, and re- 
counting to large audiences, with due regard 
for every detail, the history of the relations 
that existed between Lewis and the woman 
while she was still living with her husband. 
The pulpit is dishonored by men of this 
kind, who seek cheap notoriety by exhibiting 
their lack of common sense. 


The great Council which was closed at the 
cathedral yesterday will be noted among 
the adherents of the Roman Church in this 
and the neighboring cities for the magnifi- 
cence of the ceremonies which have accom- 
panied it. Whether the conclusions of the 
Council, or the deliberations by which they 
were reached, contain anything of special 
moment will be known to the clergy of the 
church but not in any great degree 
to the laity. The addresses of yesterday 
and the preceding Sunday contained nothing 
of particular interest. Bishop O’FarReLL 
yesterday extolled the church as the foun- 
tain of all truth, and warned his hearers 
against the ‘‘‘concupiscence of the eye,’ 
which is a curiosity for seeking knowledge 
out of the lawful channels.”” The warning 
is not one which will have any great effect 
among those for whom, we suppose, the rev- 
erend Bishop most seriously intended it. 
Whatever may be the triumphs of Rome, and 
they are many, and won by the greatest 
devotion, the conquest of the spirit of in- 
quiry is not yet, and will not be, among 
them. The zeal with which such appeals 
as those of Bishop O’ FARRELL are made is as 
admirable as any manifestation of narrow- 
mindedness can be, but the respect which 
tbey inspire can, im this age, hardly be un- 
mixed with pity. 

The Paris Zemps remarks, with perfect 
justice, that the insulting demonstra- 
tion against King AwLrFonso should not 
be exaggerated. The authors of the 
scandal were only a “‘band of brawl- 
ers,’ creatures} such as are always 
disturbing public > meetings, and who 
used to treat TarzRs and GAMBETTA just as 
they treated Atronso. This is true, no 
doubt, and it happily illustrates the essen- 
tial pettiness of Continental politics. A 
few titled and ‘ decorated gentlemen in 
a council chamber, a blatant newspa- 
per, a reckless adventurer on a throne 
or at the head of sa tipsy throng of 
theorizing loafers, or a ‘‘ band of brawlers” 
like them who hooted at the Spanish King 
may at any time send war clouds scudding 
across the European sky. And if the war 
clouds thicken and drop a murderous hail, 
the common people, fools that they are, are 
the ones caught out in the shower. 


THE DEMOORATIO MACHINE, 


The complete subserviency of the Demo- 
cratic Party in this State to machine meth- 
ods is the more remarkable because the party 
is supposed to conduct its affairs by a rule 
explicitly devised to secure the independence 
of delegates and the free expression of 
the will of the party in the various 
districts. Mr. Manning, in his recent 
manipulation of the Buffalo Conven- 
tion, not - only violated that law of 
sound politics which enacts that a party can 
put forth its whole strength only when it is 
free to direct it, but he set at defiance the 
principle of the once famous Cassidy reso- 
lution, which makes the Assembly district 
the unit of representation in the conventions 
and requires that every delegate ‘shall 
answer tohis name.’”’ This resolution was 
adopted in the Democratic Convention held 
at Rochester in 1871, and one of its chief ad- 
vocates was Mr. Samvuet J. Tinpen, At 
that time it was supposed to be Mr. 
TILDEN’s purpose to overthrow the Tweed 
and Sweeny machine, and the only way in 
which it could be done was to give to indi- 
vidual delegates the right to act as they 
should deem best. ‘‘ It should be laid down 
as a fundamental principle,’’ said Mr. Ti1- 
DEN, ‘‘ that each delegate should act inde- 
pendently and that no delegation as a body 
should cast the vote of a district.”’ 


Not only was this *‘ fundamental princi- 
ple’”’ violated at the recent convention, but 
this was done openly and without any sem- 
blance of respect for the rights of very con- 
siderable minorities. ‘The Rochester Union 
and Advertiser, (Democratic,) which has 
been looking into this subject ‘‘in the inter- 
est of the integrity and ascendency of the 
Democratic Party that are assailed and 
jeopardized,’’ makes a yery simple calcula- 
tion that shows that, under existing methods, 
one more than one-fourth of the delegates 
toa convention can control the action of 
the other three-fourths minus one. For in- 
stance, the delegation from Kings County, 
86 in number, voted to act as a 
unit in all proceedings of the con- 
vention. The County Democrats of 
New-York, 38 in number, didthe same. Of 
these 74 delegates, 38 were sufficient to 
determine the position of all. Applying 
the same principle to other counties, the 
Rochester Journal remarks: ‘‘ A majority 
of 884 is 198, and a majority of 193 is 97. 
It is only necessary to read the Brooklyn 
Eagle's report of the Kings County caucus to 
understand how, if such proceedings are to 
be permitted, 97 delegates may become the 
masters of the great majority of 384—the 
masters of the other 287.”" 

As a matter of fact, it was not all the 
counties which were managed in this way, 
and the majorities were not so narrow as is 


here for argument's sake presumed. But it 
is easy to see that with the application of 
the unit rule to county delegations a num- 
ber very much short of a majority:could 
easily control aconvention. And thereis very 
little doubt that if the unit rule had been 
broken up Mr. Mannrne@ would have failed 
to nominate his candidate for the head of 
the ticket and probably his candidate for 
Controller also.» In both instances the ma- 
jority was doubtful, and that by which 
MayNaRD was put in wou!d easily have been 
reversed. 

We understand clearly that this evil is not 
confined to the Democratic Party, but we 
also understand that the enforcement of the 
essential principle from which it springs 
was followed last year by a revolt in the Re- 
publican Party which elected a Democratic 
Governor. A similar revolt snatched the 
Presidential nomination from the hands 
which were stretched to grasp it in 1880, 
and gave it to Gen. GarrreLp. If neces- 
sary, the same policy will be steadily pur- 
sued in the Republican Party next year. In 
other words, the independent members of 
the Republican Party have determined, and 
have shown their determination, that the 
machine, when it overrides the will of the 
party, shall be of no use to the men who 
run it. The practical question for the inde- 
pendent Democrats is whether they will treat 
their machine in the same way. Protests 
will do no good. The politicians do not 
care for them, It is votes that count. These 
cannot be taken from the voters without the 
voters’ consent. It is for the opponents of 
the Democratic machine to say whether 
their votes are their own or belong to 
Mr. Danie, Mannina. 


A MISCONSTRUOTION. 


An undiscriminating devotion to what it 
calls ‘‘the measures and leaders of the Re- 
publican Party’’ has led our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Rochester Morning Herald, 
to misconstrue our comments uron the 
selection of Mr. James D. Warren, of 
Buffalo, for Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. We readily admit that 
‘‘his character and qualifications for the 
position are of the highest order;’’ indeed, 
we should be quick to correct any one who 
gave utterance to the opposite opinion. Just 
criticism of a man’s political attitude and 
action implies no unfavorable view of his 
personal character and business reputation. 

In fact, observation plainly teaches that 
these two sides of a man’s character 
should be carefully distinguished one from 
the other. Men for whose absolute integ- 
rity, and high sense of business honor, 
for whose piety, even, we have felt the pro- 
foundest respect, have in politics sometimes 
taken a course which it has been pain- 
ful for us to contemplate. It is in- 
conceivable that an upright business man 
would take advantage of his partners 
to force.upon them a mercantile , policy 
which was, in their opinion, improper, dis- 
graceful, and ruinous. But this same up- 
right man,: without reproach from such 
newspapers as our Rochester contemporary, 
may join with a few associates in a ’con- 
spiracy to apply the machinery of his © party 
to a use repugnant to the vast majority of its 
members; and while mollycoddle, milksop, 
kicker, and sorehead are terms fit to be ap- 
plied to any one protesting against the mal- 
versation of a State Committee, it is held to 
be treasonable and cruel to use other than 
soft words in speaking out for the party 
against the wrong put upon it. 


THOSE LOST INSTRUOTIONS. 

Lieut. GARLINGTON says that he has never 
received or seen the ‘‘ supplementary in- 
structions’”’ said to have been sent to him at 
St. John by Gen. Hazen just before the 
departure of the Proteus for the north. 
What became of them? The urfortunate 
result of the voyage shows that these addi- 
tional instructions were of the utmost im- 
portance. If they had been received and 
obeyed, a safe retreat would have been pro- 
vided for Greety and his companions. 
The original instructions directed GaRLING- 
Ton to spare no effort to ‘“‘push the 
vessel through to Lady Franklin Bay,” 
If he could not get through the 
narrow channel north of the head of Smith 
Sound, he must ‘‘retreat from his advanced 
position,’’ return to Life-boat Cove, and go 
into Winter quarters there with his party, 
sending the Proteus and her crew back to 
St.. John. But the **‘ supplementary in- 
structions,’’ which were not made public by 
the Signal Service until after it’ was known 
that the Proteus had been crushed by arctic 
ice, directed him to land his stores on Lit- 
tleton Island on his way north, before en- 
countering the dangers of the channel pas- 
sage. ‘If the Proteus should succeed in reach- 
ing Lady Franklin Bay, she could pick up 
the » steres on her return,: and if she 
should : be ‘ crushed * by ice, GARLING- 
ToN and his companions’ must remain 
with the stores through the Wintcr. It is 
very plain that the destruction of the vessel 
either in Keanedy Channel or Smith Sound, 
with the stores still on board, would render 
it impossible for GARLINGTON to remain 
through the Winter on Littleton Island. On 
the other hand, if he had proceeded in 
obedience to the ‘‘ supplementary instruc 
tions’ and deposited his stores on the island 
when he stopped there for an hour on July 
22, the day before the vessel was lost, he 
could have returned from the wreck to this 
base of supplies, and could have established 
his party there for the Winter to await the 
coming of GREELY. 

It appears, then, that if the ‘‘ supplement- 
ary instructions’? had been received, 
expedition would not have been a failure, 
for they would surely have been obeyed. It 
may be that the lives of GrrELy and all his 
companions have been sacrificed because 
these additional were delayed in 
transmission. Common prudence ought to 
have led the Signal Service officers to direct 
an early landing of stores in the original in- 
structions. After the error had been discov- 
ered the ‘‘supplementary  instructions,”’ 
upon the reception of which depended, per- 
haps, the lives of GreeLy and his entire 
party, ought to have been dispatched 
with all speed to St. John by a 
trustworthy messenger. How were they 
sent? Did they arrive at St. John 
too late? How are we to explain 
the fact that the Signal Service officers did 
not know until GARLINGTON reached this 
port that he had not received them, unless 
we assume that they were not forwarded 
with the care that their great importance de- 


” 
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manded? If a messenger had taken them to 
St. John, and reached that port too late to 
deliver them, he would have reported his 


failure to those who had sent him. Why 


were these orders never made public until 
after the loss of the Proteus and the failure 
of the expedition became known?

It is 
difficult to see how he could have remained 
there, for he had lost a great part of his 
stores, had apparently got into trouble with 
Prxe and bis crew, and was in doubt about 
the ability of the Yantic to reach him before 
the ice closed for the season. 
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A POINT FOR BANKERS. 


Bankers are under an increasing risk of 
paying money on forged paper. The latest 
volume from the Court of Appeals contains 
three decisions, within the short space of 
three months, which should be cautionary 
to Cashiers and Tellers. They show that a 
bank has little protection except in the use of 
great vigilance. By one of these cases the 
Nassau Bank suffered a loss of $19,000, thus: 
One of its regular depositors, a business man 
whose usual balance was very large, one day 
deposited a check for $19,000, drawn on the 
Corn Exchange Bank, and apparently duly 
indorsed. The Nassau Bank sent the 
check to the Corn Exchange Bank, which 
paid it without objection and charged the 
payment to the makers, while the Nassau 
Bank gave their depositor credit for the 
amount, and he drew it in the course of 
business, A year and ahalf afterward the 
makers of the check discovered that the in- 
dorsement had been forged, and they com- 
pelled the Corn Exchange to make good the 
sum in the account between the two -banks. 
The Corn Exchange now sues the Nassau 
for having induced it to pay the money ona 
false indorsement. The Court of Appeals 
says that the Nassau was not at all to blame, 
but it has drawn $19,000 without authority 
and must pay it back; such is one of the 
risks of banking. It is true that the Nassau 
can, in law, recover the sum from its 
depositor; he has, however, unfortunately 
failed, and this remedy is valueless in fact. 

In another instance a depositor in the Mer- 
chants’ Bank gave out a check for $17,500, 
drawn to the order of a Mrs. Hatrrng. It 
seems to have been lost by her, or stolen, for 
the day after it was drawn some stranger 
presented it, her indorsement being forged, 
and the bank paid it, Within a week or 
two afterward the bank ‘‘ wrote up”’ the de- 
positor’s account, as banks are accustomed 
to do, and returned the pass-book in which 
the payment of $17,500 was charged, to- 
gether with the depositor’s checks, among 
which was the one bearing the forged name 
of Mrs. Hauprne, to thedepositor. Matters 
then rested, and the officers of the bank nat- 
urally supposed that all was right. But 
nearly seven years afterward the depositor 
discovered the forgery, and sued for the 
money which the bank had paid upon it 
from his balance, The Court of Appeals de- 


cides that he can recover; that not even the- 
Statute of Limitations protects the bank.’ 


Banks have been accustomed to rely on a 
usage of business that pass-books shall be 
periodically written up,* and that depositors 
shall examine the checks returned and give 
notice of any errors or forgeries. But.the 
Court of Appeals says that the courts will 
not regard such a usage. 


As far back as 1867, Winstow, LAnrer 
& Co. sold four United States Treasury 
notes of the kind called *‘ seven-thirties,’’ 
which they had received from a respectable 
bank and believed were genuine. About 
two months afterward the notes were found 
to be forgeries, but so well executed were 
they that one of the four was actually paid 
at the Treasury before the forgery was dis- 
covered, « Winstow, Lanter & Co,‘ have 
been sued for the money they*received as 
the price of the notes. They complained 
that the transaction took place ten or a 
dozen years ago, and that they ‘ought’ to 
have had notice sooner, * But the court says 
that length of time does’ not weaken the 
claim of {one who finds he has bought a 
forged note to have his money back, pro- 
vided he is not personally in fault for’ de- 
lay. . In short, when a banking house pays 
a forged check or sells forged‘ paper, it is 
no maatter how long a time passes before the 
injured customer is informed of the for- 
gery; if he sues promptly when he obtains 
information the bank must refund. 


MR. BLAINH’S NEW HOUSE. 

. The announcement that Mr. Buaine has 
leased his new house in Washington has been 
received with considerable surprise. . That 
mansion has been for some-years the favor- 
ite employment of Mr. Barns, and has 
served him the same purpose of a conversa- 
tional refuge and a safe topic which has 
been supplied in succession to another favor- 
ite statesman by Greystone, Gramercy Park, 
and Mr. Jonn Roacu’s steam yacht. The 
question why Mr. Brarne, who is not 
known to have ‘‘had losses,’’ like Master 
Shallow, should lease this house after it has 
been finished to his mind, instead of ‘occu- 
pying it himself, naturally agitates his fel- 
low-citizens.

It is a comfort to know that there need be 
no more sea-sickness. A surgeon attached 
to one of the transatlantic steamers has dis- 
covered a sovereign remedy for the disease. 
Those who follow the directions which he 
has kindly printed for the use of persons 
about to go te sea will possess their stom- 
achs in peace, and their blessings, together 
with those of apothecaries, grocers, and 
ship’s stewards, will forever rest upon him. 

The good surgeon’s ‘‘ Remedy for Sea- 
sickness’’ is by no means a simple one. In or- 
der to practice it, one must have a capacious 
and powerful stomach and tireless and sleep- 
less perseverance. The traveler who pro- 
poses to follow the surgeon’s directions must 
embark ‘‘ one hour at least before sailing,” 
and must simultaneously ‘‘take one pill.” 
The composition of the pill is a matter of 
nO consequence.. It may consist of rhubarb, 
or arsenic, or bread, so far as any light is 
thrown upon the subject by the surgeon’s 
directions, Provided the traveler takes 
‘*one pill,”’ he can feel sure that he is doing 
his whole duty. 


Seven hours after sailing the traveler must 


take a seidlitz powder, and one hour later ' 


he must begin to take ‘‘ the mixture’’ at the 
rate of one teaspoonful every two hours. As 
to the nature of ‘‘ the mixture’’ the surgeon 
does not enlighten us, Apparentlyit will 
be supplied by the surgeon in quantities‘ to 


suit customers, and very possibly it is noth- ; 


ing else than the mixture of salt pork and 
molasses, which heartless ‘sailors have so 
long prescribed for sea-sick landsmen. 


The’ 


traveler must not, however, rely. wholly : 


upon his first pill, his seidlitz powder, and 


his successive teaspoonful of “ the mix- ‘ 
ture,’ but he must take' other and *further ‘ 


pills at bed-time every night for at least two 
successive nights. 

Meanwhile, in the brief intervals between 
medicines the traveler must eat and drink. 
Every three hours he must eat a chicken or 
beef sandwich. Literally interpreted, the 
directions assert that the steward must 
be taken every three hours, but it is 
the opinion of the best commentators 
that the true meaning of the written 
directions is that sandwiches should be 
taken, - Twenty minutes after each sand- 
wich: the traveler must take a wine- 
glassful of lemonade. ‘The surgeon makes 
no reference to the regular meals furnished 
on board steamers, and it is hence evident 
that the traveler should never go to the 
table. In fact, any one carefully: follow- 
ing the directions would have no time for 
meals. The traveler who should wake 
up at 6 A. M. and go to sleep at 9 
P. M. would have to take at regular 
intervals during the day one seidlitz pow- 
der, one pill, six sandwiches, fourteen tea- 
spoonfuls of ‘‘ the mixture,’ and six wine- 
glasses of lemonade, This would keep him 
very busy and leave him no time to spend 
at the breakfast or dinner table. ‘The trav- 
eler must also use a mustard plaster during 
his entire voyage. Unlike ‘ the mixture,” 
the mustard plaster should, as the surgeon 
explicitly directs, be “applied outside,” 
and if taken inwardly it would probably 
have little effect, Applied outside, it is un- 
hesitatingly asserted that it ‘‘ will enable the 
stomach to retain the seidlitz powder or the 
sandwich.’’ It is, of course, a pity that it 
will not enable the stomach to retain both, 
but the traveler can decide which of the two 
he prizes most highly. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the value of 
this remedy for sea-sickness. Not only does 
it put a stop to sea-sickness, but it occupies 
the attention of the traveler’s stomach so 
constantly that the latter could find no 
time to meddle with cholera or any other 
disease. The universal use of this remedy 
would not only enrich the vendors of pills, 
seidlitz powders, mustard, and lemons, but 
it would enrich steam-ship companies hy 
enabling them to save almost the whole 
cost of the table, and would make the 
steward who should furnish lemonade and 
sandwiches a millionaire in a very short 
time. Finally, the sale of the good sur- 
geon’s ‘‘mixture’’ would soon make him 
as rich and famous as the late Lypra Prvx- 
nam. The directions should be distributed 
all over the world, so that hereafter no one 


need be sea-sick except as the result of a} 


wicked and obstinate disbelief in the sur- 


geon’s remedy.

THE CASINO CONCERT. 

The Casino concert last-evening was attend® 
ed by an audience whose size was remarkable ior 
anight of such inclemency. The entertainment 
was on the whole satisfactory, though it was not 
quite up to the standard by whieh Mr. Aronson 
has taueht us to judge his work. The seio per 
formers of the evening were Mile. Nixau and Mile 
Angéle, of Mr. Grau’s opera-bouffe company, anda 
Mr. Titus D’Erneati, announced as a renowned 
Austrian pianist. Me. Angéle sang “La Veille 
Chanson,” from “ Boseacoio,” and was ap- 
pDiauded enthusiastically.

when on the eoncert stage. Mr. Titus D'Ernesti 
no doubt rejeices in some reputation as a pianist, 
and there are prebably some things which he plays 
well. Unfortunately Mendelssohn’s “Capriocie 
Brilliant” is not one of them. He played it lass 

-evening in a lifeless, meehanical manner, which 
was dispiriting. He was subsequently heard in 
Prudent’s ** Feu-Follet” and a concert mazourka of 
his own mapufacture, neither of whieh awoke any 
enthusiasm in the audience.

KEEPING A PROMISE 10 DIE 


3TRANGE ROMANCE OF 4 WOMAN'S 
LOVE AND DEATH. 

THE STORY CONNECTED WITH THE SUICIDE 
OF MRS. BRYANT, TWO WEEKS AFTER 
THAT OF DR. NEWTON, WHOM SHE HAD 
LOOKED UPON AS HER HUSBAND. 

PirrspurGc, Penn., Sept. 30.—The room 
avhere lies the body of Josephine Bryant, the sen- 

gational suicide and putative wife of Dr. O. E. 

Newton, at No. 751 Second-avenue, was visited to- 

day by scores of reputable persons, whose inter- 

est bas been awakened by the case. It proves 
to be the concluding chapter of a suecession of 
tragedies, whieh includes the self-murder of four 
members of prominent families, the breaking up 
of at least one happy home, and a combination of 
other circumstances which are unparalleled 


Yn modern history or fiction. Made cal- 
lous to all desire to live by the suicide 
two weeks ago of the man of whom she had made 
an idol, the woman made haste to fulfill 
pa compact to follow him te the grave 
by a careful preparation, whion she hid under 
a gayety that deceivea those who knew her. 
with the views of just such circumstances as 
would most likely take place in the event of her 
committing suicide, she got ready a bucket and 
sponge for the use of the undertaker, apportioned 
her little remaining wealth to meet the exigencies 
of the case, addressed a number of letters, dressed 
herself as a bride, and swallowed poison. 
A number of remarkable letters written after the 


day of her death had been decided upon give the 
history of ber life and death and plead pite- 
ousiy that her child, 15 months old, which she 
had promised to kill with herself, but could not, 
shail be cared of. The most important of these 
letters is to Col. John L. Nevin, editor of the Leud- 
er. On the envelope was a solemn injunction that 
It should be yer only by himself. It was writ- 
ten on Friday jast and begins thus: 

My Deak Sir: Like Moses, I wili write of my own 
Iife and of my own burial. Col. Nevins, I beseech 
you, in the name of my departed spirit, to let no 
calumny be heaped upon me through your 
solumns. 


Oh! It is pitifal, 
Near a whole oity full, 
Home I have none. 

My only friend, my husband, my guide, and pro- 
sector bas passed into the spirit world by his own 
hand. As I promised him faithfully to do so, 
so I will follow him. I have never 
broken a promise to him yet, and this promise will 
I keep most sacredly, though by eo doing my 
grand, besutifal, and promising infant will be left 

orphan. I beqrfeath him, first, to the 
Btate of Pennsylvania and city of Pitts- 
burg. bis native city and State. My fond 
pberished hope in dying is (and it is also the wis 
nearest my heart) that some wealty denizen of 
Pi will interest himself in the child and 
opt and most carefully euard his 
terest and give him the highest education 
specially a medical education, and that this Pitts- 
burg may be proud of herson. The child is of no 
an origin. Blue blood only flows in this 
‘*s veins. His father, Dr. Orin Newton, was 
of brains and a most eminent phy- 
sician.

I_ hel 
bigh ion as teacher in _ the 
schools in Bloomington, Ill., ranking among 
the very highest teachers. Jealousy of the Super- 
intendent, Sarah Raymond, caused me to discon- 
tinue teaching there. She then descended her 
malice upon my brother, Harry Bryant,a young 
lad of 15 years of age, fallof hope and ambitio 
and who had pasfed the highest examination out o 
several ates for the high school. Notwith- 
standing she had the audacity to place bim 
back in his 


although the most competent 
jedges among his olass-mates said that he 
ranked the highest in his class. He terminated his 
sorrow by a revolver at.his temple and 
blowiag his brains out.’ 

On account of this event, she writes, she went 
west, and for two years taugnt in the high school at 
ee Kan. She — to oye _— and 
was as cop by Dr. 0. ewton, who 
was then a prominent physician.: She supposed 
the Doctor’ was a widower, but after a time dis- 
covered that he had separated from his family, 
and that a gioom had been cast over his life by 
the suicide of his only son some time before. An 
attaenment sprung up between the doctor and his 
coprist, and with the uaoderstanding that a divorce 
was to be obtained, the two entered into a com- 
pact to live togetber as man and wife. After re- 
citing these circumstanees at length, the letter 
goes on to say: 

“Thus were we betrothed. We did learn to 
love fondly and sincerely, studying each otber’s 
every wish. The doctor decided to come to Pitts- 
burg and here cast his lot and try te regain his 
lost fortune. Flushed with success at first he 
commenced advertising too heavily, and he 
was soon broke atthe wheel. But we were both 
ambitious, industrious, and most anxious to make 
8 fortune for our offspring, as well as to legitima- 
tize it before the world. In the presence of wit- 
nesses (whose names I will not mention lest 
they might object.) we exchanged the moat 
solemn and sacred oaths, and we con- 
sidered ourselves married as much as though we 
had been married by adozen ministers, but the 
dvctor was anxious te marry me before Pittsburg 
before the world. This last Winter Mrs. Newton 
applied for a divorce and caused to be pub- 
Mshed in the Cincinnati F¥nguirer an arti- 
cle which charged the doetor with adultery with 
me. The doctor was delighted with the thought 
of a divorce, but did not want to dis- 
grace bis family by having such a charge 
sustained. He would also have been obliged 
to have gone into the State to have 
a summons served upon him. He thonght (and I 
thought 80, too,) that it was a scheme to 
catch him in the State and put him into 
the penitentiary. He was so anxious for 
the divoree that he determined two or three 
times that be would go anyhow, but I would 
always implore him not to do it. Mrs. Newton’s 
attorney's letters to the Doctor were not only 
abusive, but absolutely too vulgar and obscene for 
any one to read.” 

“These letters killed Dr. Newton.” the letter 
eontinned. “He asked me a short time previous 
to his death if I had the courage to destroy my- 
self and child if he would lead. I assured him 
that as to myself I would, but never would I de- 
stroy my child. He said that he eould never 
do it either, but I promised him most faith- 
folly that if he would commit the deed 
I would follow. I was so cewardly on the 
night of his death I shrank from it. I did 
not want to die. Death seemed so horrible to me, 
but life without him was a bitter thought also. He 
was my only friend. The third day ali fear 
passed away, and I became bold, courageous, 
aud fully determined to fuifili my promise. 
How should I do it? On, I thought 
that if I had some one that I could trust, some 
friend, as the Doctor had in me, I could get the 
means. In my bitterness I reproaehed him for not 
having left me the means to escape and to. 
fulfili my sacred promise tohim. Knowing that 
one-half the dose would have done its work why 
did he not leave the other half?’ ‘ 

She then relates how she obtained the poison 
and claims that, after earnest prayer, Dr. New- 
ton's spirit band directed ber to a closet where 
was stored a sufficient quantity of morphia and 
seisempium. The latter, which covered 27 pages 
closely written, closes with some explanations of 
minor importance and the following: 

“Since commencing this communication, Col. 
Nevin, I have received a communication from my 
sister saying that my mother is dangerously 
il. Knowing that the announcemert of my 
death wonld kill her, I want to it kept 
from her, and will therefore leave the means to 
the instructions to be buried in the Allegheny Cem- 
etery, in one grave lot, and if my boy should die 
in "{oteney he can be buried with me. In 
this way my family need know nothing of 
my as pone but my sister Clara 
have known anything about my connection with 
Dr. Newton. The grave soon reccive 
my mother, and let her go down to 
it ignorant of my wrongs and suffetings. 
I will, in a dying epistle, give my sister, Mrs. 
Rathbun, McPberson, Kan., a full history of my 

life, as well beg of her to take my ohbild if his na- 
live State refuses him. I never want him placed 
in any public institution.” ‘4 

This letter is signed “* M's. Fannie Bryant New- 
ton.”” The writer explains, however, that her 
pame is Josephine. Sbe Signed herself ** Fan- 
pie” because Dr. Newton always called 
ber by that name. A large number 
of other letters were found with that the substance 
pf which isgiven above, but all have not been 
made public. One, toa Mrs. Miller, gives minute 
firections for the care of her ehild, which, she 
says, she also promised to kill but could not. 
Another, to Dr. Thurman, Dr. Newton's partner, 
contains $95 for her funeral expenses, the eost of 
each item being stipulated. The remainder 
of her money—$50—she directs shall be laid 
out for comforts for her baby. A 
third letter is addressed to the  obild, 
with instructions that it snall be read tohim as soon 
as be is old enough to understand. It explains the 
cause of her death, and is tender and pathetie in 
the extreme. Another letter isto an undertaker, 

and contains the most minute direction for the 
disposition of her body. 

The conduct of the woman indicates that she 
was demented, but those who associate with ber 

scout at this idea. Her infatuatien for Dr. 
Newton is inexplicable. She was 2 years 
old and he nearly three-score. Over 30 years 
ago, when a promising young man, he 
married a daughter of Major Clark Breading, of 
Fuyette County, in this State, a gentleman 
pf great possessions. The doctor amassed a 
jarge fortune, and his family became 
leaders of societp, He Jost hig money in 
stock specalations, separated from his wife and 
daughters, who now live in Cincinnati, and are 
wealthy in their own right, and after his son 
committed suicide became addiéted to the mor- 
phia habit. He came to this city a year 
and a half ago, but was pot enccessful 
e* those who knew him were not surprised when 

6 died by his own band two weaks ago. No per- 


yon suspected then that he was party to so strange 
history. and opments of yesterday

TEARING THE BIBLE TO PIECES.

THE REV. W. H. H. MURRAY GIVING THE RE- 


SULT OF HIS INVESTIGATIONS. 


Rain was falling, and only about 250 persons 
went to Chickering Hall last evening to hear the 
Rev. W. H. H. Murray.speak on the subject of 
“Christianity vs. Theology.”’ Mr. Murray came 
upon the stage wearing a long black coat, black 
trousers, black neck-tie, and white collar. His iron- 
gray hair was parted on the side and brushed up 
high. His mustache was heavy and plenti- 
fully sprinkled with gray. His face was 
ruddy. One button of his coat, the mid- 
dle one of the three, was left free. Into this 
opening in the breast of his coat he tbrust his 
right band, upon which were the three fingers 
that were mutilated while gunning on Long Island 
some years ago. The defect was scarcely noticea- 
ble. His presence was commanding, and the au- 
dience, although small, applauded him vigorously. 
He placed his book of notes on the reading-desk. 
under a bright light, and without a word of intro- 
duction started out. His tones were loud, and 


as clear asa bell. There was a peculiarity about 
the pronunciation of some words, as though he 
were partially tongue-tied, but it did not detract 
from his speech, which was pleasant to listen to, 

The question thrust itself on him at his study 
door, he said, whether what was put forth as the 
Word of God was right or wrong.:The opportunity 
came five years ago wien he left the ministry to 
consider it. He found that the thoughts of Jesus, 
taught so sweetly on the Mount, were written 
years before the birth of the foundling boy Moses. 
He knew that races lived on the earth 100,000 years 
before Moses. They lived under equitable govern- 
ments, were civilized, possessed arts now unknown, 
and built cities, beside which modern ones appeared 
plain. Jewish books contained no knowedge 
of the past except traditions that were picked up 
and were mythical—traditions almost totally 
swallowed up by deepening ages. Moses was 
adopted by a Princess and educated as the son of 
a Princess. The speaker had .no doubt Moses 
wrote out the history of creation as he was taught 
it by priests who were so jealous of their know!- 
edge that they did not trust it to writing. There 
was not a single book im the Old Testament that 
could be satisfactorilg aceounted for. 

Mr. Murray enumerated a few things which 
Christian theology asked him to believe. First, 
that it was only 6,000 years since the world was 
created. He found that for more than 10,000 times 
6,000 years human beings had exis!ed on the earth. 
Second, that man was created out of clay and 
woman out of a rib. This was no better nor 
worse than a dozen other myths 1,000 years 
older. Third, that in the earlier ages men 
lived for from 500 to 1,000 years. This was 
80 opposed to the laws of structure and deeay as 
to be incredible. Fourth, that 4,000 years ago the 
world was inundated, and that two of every kind 
were put aboard a vessel no larger than oy 
ocean ships. This was absolutely beyond belief. 
Fifth, that at the bidding of a mortal 
man the eun and the whole solar system 
stood still. This, too, was inoredible. The 
Old Testament was the work of a few painstaking 
Jews who wanted to preserve the history of their 
country and gathered together the scraps and tra- 
ditions. One of them eonfessed that he borrowed 
from the pagans, and thus pagan fables became 
Christian doctrine. The doctrine of inspiration 
was not known to the primitive church, but was 
progressively worked up. As taught to-day it 
was not taught by Jesus to the disciples 
nor by them to the __ people. As it 
stood to-day it was a bold and gigantic 
fraud against the prosperity of the church, the 
growth of thought, and the disposition of the soul. 
It was made up dy church councils composed of 
ambitious scheming Popes and priests, who packed 
the convocations asthe political primaries were 
now, and often to spite the minority. Progressive 
thought objected to the whole body known as 
dogmatic theology. Men were no longer tortured 
by theology. The laity were taking the piace 
of ‘priests and letting in rays of light. 
If the fog was swept away the sea 
sea was left. If the clouds were swept away the 
sky was left. Sweep away the fogs and elouds 
from the dome of Christianity and God was left. 
Him men would obey, trust, and love and meet 
what was called deaih as the birds greeted the 
sunlight. Then tradition would be first a curiosity 
of religion, and afterward a horrid relic of bar- 
barism. A 

Mr. Murray said he would speak on the Ameri- 
ean divorce question next Sunday evening, and 
then deliver 100 leetures throughout the country. 
Afterward he would begin the practice of law 
here, with an office in San Antonio, Texas, in which 
State he wished to retain a residence. He had no 
business ventures. He cwed a few debts, and 
would pay those off in a short time. 
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PLANING MILLS DESTROYED. 


A $200,000 FrrE IN THE MENOMONEE VAL- 
LEY, WISCONSIN. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 30.—A fire broke out at 
8 o’cleck this morning in the large planing mills of 
the Conway Manufaeturing Company in the Men- 
omonee Valley, and in two hours $200,000 worth of 
property had been destroyed. The buildings con- 
sisted of a two-story warehouse at the eastern ex 
tremity of the plant, 60 by 120 feet, filled with fin 
ished stock. Adjoining, on the west, was the brick 
planing mill, three stories high, 80 by 120 feet. In 
the north-east corner of this building, on the first 
floor.were the offiees of the company. The building 
contained all the machinery and a large amount of 
unfinished stock. Inthe rear was the engine and 
boiler room. Adjoining the planing mill on the 
west was a one-story frame building, 70 by 100 feet, 


containing machinery and stock. To the west of 
this were five dry kilns which were filled with 
valuable hard-wood lumber, Each of these kilns 
was 16 by 75 feet and 20 feet high. To 
the ‘west of them was a storing shed 18 
by 140 feet. West of this was the barn, 
40 by 20 feet. containing five horses, which were 
rescued. The brick planing mill was owned by the 
Rogers estate, and the other buildings by the Con- 
way Company. The loss on the planing mill building 
is $10,000; on the Conway Company’s buildings, $75,- 
000; on the machinery. $€0,000, and the balance is 
on the stock. The works employed about 250 men, 
and all lose their tools. When first seen by the 
watchman the fire was breaking out of the roof of 
the main building. Theloss is nearly $200,000, and 
theinsurance $94,000. Tne front walis tumbled 
in on a passing freight train, and three men were 
badly tnjured. Two of them will in all probability 
die. Two firemen were seriously injured. 
The insurance is distributed as follows: Imperial, 
of London, $2,700; La §Confiance, of Paris, $1,800;

American Review for July, he describes the capture 
of Lee’s last rations, loaded upon four trains of 
cars, at Appomattox station, and gives the credit 
for this exploit to *‘ two of Custer’s regiments.” A 
service so important and daring, in the very face 
of the enemy, whose skirmish line at the time was 
within short firing distance of those trains, ought 
to be credited to the actual participators and not 
vaguely to any “‘two regiments” of Custer’s in- 


comparable division, which, during the period of 
his commana of it, “captured every piece of artil- 
lery that was pointed toward it.” 

Allow me, therefore, to state that it was the Sec- 

ond New-York Cavalry, Col. A. M. Randol com- 
manding, of the First Brigade, Custer’s division, 
which, aftera run of four or five miles, reached 
those trains, drove off the armed guards, pulled 
the engineers trom the locomotives, and replaced 
them with men of their own regiment who had 
been in the railway service before their enlistment. 
All this was accomplished and tho trains run to- 
ward Richmond before even the whole regiment 
succeeded in reaching this indescribable scene. 
As fast as the regiment could be got to- 
gether company after company was thrown 
upon the skirmish line to cover the trains 
and prevent the skirmishers of a brigade 
of Confederate troops from coming in upon the 
boys who were manning the trains. The fichting 
became heavy against both infantry and artillery 
before the next regiment in the column, the Third 
New-Jersey Cavalry, came on the ground at a gal- 
lop, and went into action on the right of the Sec- 
ond New-York, whose line was already overlapped 
by the enemy. These two regiments confronted 
and held in eheck a vastly larcer force until 
nearly dark before'the head of the main body of 
Custer’s division came tp, and as regiment after 
regiment went into action they found the enemy's 
line still growing stronger and stronger, until 
Devins's division reached the field and stil! further 
prelonged the right of the cavairy line. It was not 
until about midnight that Custer’s division sue- 
ceeded in routing the enemy and capturing the 
battery, which, from the first attack, was in easy 
yanae of the station where the trains were cap- 
tured. 

With no desire to disparage any other regiment, 
it may be said that the Seeond New-York Cavairy 
(early in the war known as Kilpatrick's Harris 
Light Cavslry) participated in more skirmishes and 
battles than any other regiment in the Union 
Army. The regiment was organized by Col. J. 
Mansfield Davies in August, 1861. It was success- 
fully commanded by Cols. J. M. Davies, Judson 
Kiipatrick, Henry FE. Davies, Otto Harhaus, 
Walter Clarke Hull, and Alanson M. Ran- 
dal. The regiment was reorganized in the 
Fall of 1864, having been reduced to one 
battalion at the muster-out of the original three 
years’ men who had rot previously re-enlisted. 
Two or three months later its ranks were again 
filled by the addition of two companies made up 
from returned prisoners of war and various old 
members gatheredin again. and by six companies 
of entirely fresh men, mainly recruited in Onon- 
daga and adjoining counties by Lieut.-Col. M. B. 
Birdseye. whose popularity in that section was 
very great. It was the universal opinion that 
these new companies were composed of the finest 
men enlisted at that late period of the war. In- 
deed, most of them had grown to the age of mili- 
tary service since the war had begun. Certainly 
the reputation of the regiment did not suffer by 
this infusion. for it continued to!be a favorite with 
superior officers,and was co: stantly called upon 
for perilous duties. Throughout its four years’ 
service it was engaged in over 100 encounters with 
the enemy, and there were, trom first to last, 
aboat 8,000 enlistments on its musterrolls. Any 
General might be proud to boast of the signal ex- 
pleits of such a regiment without injustice to any 
other organization under his command.

THE KANSAS TRAIN ROBBERS. 


STORY OF THE EXPRESS MESSENGER WHO 
PUT THEM TO FLIGHT. 


Kansas City, Sept. 30.—Patterson, the ex- 
press messenger on the Atchison, Topeka, and 
Santa Fé train, which highwaymen attempted to 
rob, tells the following story: “* You are aware that 
the raid took place at Coolidge station, about 10 
miles east of the Colorado State ling, between 
2 and 8 o’clock in the morning. There is an 
eating-house in the station. and the train 


stopped there as usual 20 minates in order to 
give passengers an opportunity to getlnnch. The 
train was No. 4, bound East, with Conductor 
Greely, Engineer John Hilton, Fireman Faddle, 
and Baggagemar Johnson. When the train stopped 
I put off some railroad wail which I had, 
and there being no express to put off and no 
further work for me to do I laid down on my box 
just in front of the side door on the side of the car 
next to the station. After lying down a few min- 
utes ! dropped off into a doze. I was lying on 
my back with my arms folded over my 
bosom, with both doors on the side of the car next 
to the platform open, Baggageman Jobnston beinZ 
seated in the back side door looking out on 
the platform. My revolver—a Colt’s 41-calibre 
double-aetion—lay at my side.’ I had taken it 
out of my scabbard and laid it down that I might 
be ready for any emergency that might arise. My 
pistol lay where IJ could easily lay my hand upon 
it. It was about time for the train to 
start when I heard the words “Come 
out of there, you d—— .”’ This woke 
me up, and I afterward learned that the remark 
was made by Conductor Greeley toa man whom 
he noticed getting into the ear. When I awoke I 
naturally glanced down the car, and I saw, stand- 
ing within four feet of me, a man with a pistol in his 
hand. I waslying with my head toward the front end 
of the car, and the man was standing near my feet. 
I did not say 1 word. In faet. I did not have time 
to speak before he covered me with his revolver 
and fired. The bullet went over my head 
andIcould feel the fire burning over my face. 
The man then fired shot out of the doorway at 
the conductor. Fortunately | was completely 
self-possessed, and wheu he fired I realizea that 
a train robbery was going on. With the hope 
of making the robber believe that he had 
killed me, I uaciasped my hands, which 
were felded on my bosom, and allowed them to 
fall at my side. ay right band fell on the muzzle 
of my revolver, and realizing that it would never 
do to allow the robber to see that I was 
about to defend myself, I worked my band 
slowly into position until I had hold of the trigger. 
The robber did not notice this manceuvre, because 
it was quite dark in the part of the car where I. 
lay. Meantime the man.was working his way to- 
ward the rear of tne car, evidently 
supposing he had finished me, and intended 
to kifi the baggage man or any one 
else who got in his way. As soon asI got hold of 
my pistol I sprang into a sitting posture, I jumped 
up, then walked toward the man. He raised his 
revolver as to shoot again, but it 
went off prematurely, the bali _ striking 
the roof of the car. When I shot at him, 
part of his body was behind the _ stove, 
I aimed at his abdomen, and I believe my ball took 
effect. About this time 1 saw another man who 
proved to be a “pal” of the first, trying to climb in 
at the side door. No sooner had I fired, however, 
than he disappeared. and the manI shot at jumped 
out on the platform from the rear side-door. That 
was the last Isaw of the robbers. I calculated 
they would come up to the front side-door, and, 
seizing some freight, I barricaded the door so as to 
protect myself and property which had been in- 
trusted to my care. 

Less than half a minnte after the robbers left 
my car I heard some shots at the engine. Three 
shots were fired in half as many minutes. I stood 
at the front side door of my ear, revolver 
in band. Just then Conductor Greely c*me 
up. “Have they gone?” I asked. “ Yea, 
I think so,” replied he, but I _ believe 
our engineer and fireman are hurt.’’ Then Gree- 
ley went forward to them, and, coming back to 
me, said: ‘“*They are both killed. The engineer 
is shot through the heart and the fire- 
man through the neck.” I then jumped 
out on the platform and saw the engineer 
and fireman lying on the platform along- 
side of the engine. The fireman was still con- 
scious, and was taken into the hotel, where I 
talked with him a few minutes. The body of the 
dead engineer was put aboard the train and taken 
to Dodge City. After considerable delay we 
got a new engineer and fireman at Coolidge. and 
started on our journey one hour and 40 minutes 
late. At Cimmaron, 20 miles distant, we meta 
special train from Dodge City conveying te Cool- 
idge a Sheriff's posse to pursue the robbers. 


LOSS OF LIFE AT A FIRF. 
Crnctnnati, Sept. 30.—A dispatch from 
Shelbyville, Ind., says: *‘ A house of !!|-fame in the 
south-east part of the city, kept by Ida Moore, 


was destroyed by fire early this morning. and 
two of its inmates, Maggie Wells and Flora 
Garrett, were burned todeath. The house wasa 
two-storv frame building, and the girls were eleep- 
ing in a back room up-stairs which had no win- 
dows. and the doors of which were fastened on the 
outsde. The body of Flora Garrett was gashed 
with a knife. A large dirk-knife was found in 
the ashes near the bodies of the girls. An inquest 
was commenced this afternoon, at which the 
keeper of the house said that Nelson Purdham and 
Herman Farmelia, both citizens of Shelbyville, 
were the only men in the house,and that they 
slept down stairs, while the girls slept up staira. 
Purdbam was too drunk to testify. Farmelia’s 
testimony tended to arouse suspicion of incendi- 
arism by some person unknown, who was an 
enemy of Purdham. The inonest will be con-

ITS SECURITIES AS A FACTOR IN QUR FI- 


NANCIAL SITUATION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The able articles on finance which appear 
regularly every Sunday in Tue Tres have be- 
come not only infiuential, but highly important, 
and I feel sure you will not object to publishsome 
observations on the remarks I find in to-day’s ar- 
ticle headed ‘‘The Finaneial World.” The lucid 
writer of that article, as indeed all financiers and 
economists, must admit that the present equivo- 
cal position of the so-called Villard stocks is a 
“fungus” on the financial body, and it admits of 
no doubt that the most solid securities, (except, 
of course, United States bonds,) have suffered, 
and do suffer, by the depreciation of the Villard 
stocks. My aimis simply to propose some modifica- 
tion in the extreme views taken in your able arti- 
cle, as to the situation and prospects of these se- 
curities. 

Your article admits that ‘‘Ofthe future of the 
Northern Pacific Road, under sound management, 
no one entertains a doubt. Itean be bullt up into 
one of the best paying properties of the country. 
This, however, is a work of time, and no one can 
tell how long a time.”’ With these facts before us, 
what we:have chiefly to deal with is the length of 
time it would take to realize these sanguine ex- 
pectations. 

Now. if we chose to estimate the future by the 
past, there would indeed be little dificulty in ar- 
riving at the conclusion that the “work of time” 
is neither indefinite nor even unreasonably far off. 
A great enterprise of that nature is, after all, not 
like a mercantile venture that is realized periodi- 
cally and renewed again. It is enough to know, 
which all udmit, that it is of the highest value, and 
to state matters practically, it cannot be aenied 
that 90 per cont. of all the great enterprises derive 
their chief market value from future prospects. 
The main question is, is the enterprise a bubbie, or 
isitsolid? That this great work ‘rests upon the 
most prosperous foundation for the future is ad- 


mitted. Therefore the critical point'is how far is 
this great structure jeopardized, so that it will 
warrant the extreme opinions that so many now 
take of it ? 

Your lucid article fortunately states the main 
difficulty, namely: It will take $25,000,000 for the 
corporation to pay its debts and finish the road. 
In other words, the road would have to provide 
$1,500,000 more for interest annually. Now, if the 
testimony of the officials is worth any- 
thing; if the figures for the _ estimates 
made for the year beginning from Septem- 
ber, 1883, can in any way be relied on, 
this additional charge of $1,500,000, or indeed 
$2,000,000, ig really not a formidable factor, particu- 
larly when we consider that a finished road will by 
far, as it has been often proved, outrun estimates 
of receipts, however sanguine, and therefore, in my 
opinion, will not even encroach on a dividend pros- 
pect on the preferred stock. But there is an ob- 
servation in your financial article which no doubt 
is very significant, namely: “The $40,000,000 
of the first mortgage bonds, secured on the lands, 
only netted 80 cents on the dollar. What amount 
of other bonds, which any way it can be fixed must 
still be only ea second lien, will it be necessary to 
igsue to raise $25,000,000 hard casn?”’ 

Now, that is exactiy the knotty question. When 
the late Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, in 1867-8,and a 
small but determined elique of puliticians agitated 
the P ny bag me of the interest on the American 
bonds in depreciated currency, tbe 6 per cent. 
5.20s sold in London for 80 or 85. Yetno one in 
the world doubted the country’s ability and‘re- 
sources to payin gold. If detrimental agitation 
could be so disastrous to the sacred obligations of 
one of the greatest countries in the world, two 
years after the war was over, no one 
ean conjecture what effect the _ persist- 
ent attacks on the Northern Pacific prop- 
erty ‘may have in placing fresh bonds. 
Capital is sensitive, and foreign capita! must be the 
more so. When cautious warnings and attacks 
come from the very community whose interest it 
would seem to be to see the greatest ‘enterprise in 
the country completed and prosperous, no doubt 
the situation is embarrassing for the enterprise. I 
have shown that even a great Government was 
financially damaged by persistent agitation, and 
no corporation, however great and solid, can. 
afford to ignore or not be anxious about these 
continual attacks. But the question is whether, if 
complications are of a passing nature, it is either 
wise or beneficial to the whole financial community 
to still further embarrassand delay the completion 
of success by doubt and suspicion. 

Suppose, for argument’s sake, the present finan- 
cial system of the great enterprise is wrecked, that, 
surely, would not sweep away the road itself. It 
would be completed all the same. A catastrophe 
of that kind might ruin thousands of people who 
have invested In what they believed, and what all 
agree is, a legitimate enterprise, and only repeat 
what we have often seen before, the avquire- 
ment of colossal wealth by a few, (who 
are ready to lay hold of it,) at the ex- 
pense and misfortune of present owners. 
But I confessI have no fear of such a contin- 
gency, although I prefectiy agree with the views 
contained in your article, “that the condition of 
affairs in Wall-street is decidediy mixed.” And 
I should say will remain so until cooler reason and 
better judgment succeed the present policy in 
Wall-street, the sole zim of which seems to be to 
make the country sound and prosperous by creat- 
ing a financial chaos.

NATIONAL GUARDSMEN TROUBLED 
SO 
A FEELING THAT DEMOCRATIC STATE OF- 
FICERS ARE SEEKING “‘ SPOILS.”’ 

The resignation of Col. Samuel Richards, 
Assistant Adjutant-Genera! of the Second Division 
of the National Guard. created little surprise when 
it became known in Brooklyn yesterday. It was 
accepted as a natural sequence of the step taken 
bv the division commander, Gen. James Jourdan, 
in recently sending his resignation to the Governor. 
That Col. Richards’s resignation will be accepted as 
promptly as was Gen, Jourdan’s, by the Albany 
authorities, there is not the slightest doubt. No 


other action couid be taken by an administration 
whose managers have studiously sought to seeure 
even the offices in the National Guard for favorites 
of the Democratic faith. Neither Gen. Jourdan 
ror Col. Richards, 1m taking this course, criticises 
any particniar act of the administration, although, 
if their friends are to be believed, they certainly 
entertain their own views of certain acts of the 
members of the Governor's staff. A genteel game 
of * freeze out” is being played by the Gevernor's 
manavers, in which they have all the advantage, 
not omitting the privilege of “stocking” the 
ecards against the office-holders of the National 
Guard. 

A friend of these two Republican officers said yes- 
terday that the continued interference of the Gov- 
ernor’s staff in local military matters had aroused 
a great deal of feeling among members of the Na- 
tional Guard in various parts of the State. It was 
exhibited in the State encampment at Peek- 
skill, at Creedmoor, and in the annual mus- 
ters. Jt was becoming a question with some 
of the militia officers whether Adjt.-Gen. 
Ferneworth and bis associates knew their own 
business, ** and,”’ said the gentleman,*'I suppose it 
is the right of the officers hereabouts to resign 
when they become satisfied that that is the case.” 
He added: “I believe, however, that politics has a 
great deal more todo with this matter than the 
public geuerally is aware. The men who are 
about Gov. Cleveland are ambitious and designing, 
aud would not scruple to introduce politics into 
the National Guard, although common sense and 
all the traditions of the Guard are against it.’’ Col. 
Kichards has been associated with the National 
Guard for a dozen years, and was raised to the 
rank of Assistant Adjutant-General in 1478, when 
Gen. Jourdan was promoted to be division com- 
mander. 
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TRYING 70 STEAL HiS OWN CHILD. 

An exciting scene was witnessed at Summit- 
avenue and Montgomery-street, Jersey City, yes- 
terday afternoon, when Henry Quartley tried to 
kidnap the adopted daughter of Mrs. Donahue, of 
No. 233 Summit-avenue. Quartley's wife is Mrs. 
Donahue’s sister. The Donahues are rich but child 
less, while Quartiey is a worthless fellow, with 
three children. When the girl was afew weeks 
old she was given into the custody of Mrs. Dona- 
hue by Quartley and his wife, as they desired to 
provide the child witha good home. This was two 
years avo, and since then the parents have shown no 
desire to deprive Mrs. Donahue of the child. Mrs. 
Donahue aud the little girl were standing in Sum- 
mit-avenue this afternoon when Quartley stole up 
quietly, and, snatching the babe, ran away. Mr.

M’ CLELLAN’S SHELF-COMPLACENUY.

THE FLATTERING PICTURE HE PAINTED OF 
HIMSELF IN MAY, 1862. 
From the Burlington (Vt.) Free Press. 

The ninth volume of the official records of 
the war forthe Union, just published, contains a 
somewhat curious letter from Gen. George B. Me- 
Clellan to Gen. Burnside, in the Spring of 1862. In 
it, he says: ‘I feel very proud of Yorktown: it 
and Manassas will be my brightest chaplets :n bis- 


tory; for | know I accomplished everything in both 
places by pure py ee? Il am very proud and 
grateful to God that He allowed me to purchase 
such great success at so trifing a loss of life. We 
came near being badly beaten at Williamsburg. I ar- 
rived on the field at 5 P. M. and found all thought we 
were whipped and in for a disaster. You weuld 
have been glad to see, old fellow, how the men 
cheered and brightened up when they saw me.’ In 
five minutes after I reached the ground a possi- 
ble defeat was changea into certain victory. 
ends day Vets | — to fight a desperate hat- 
tle in front of Richmond, and against superi- 
or numbers somewhat intre.ched, The Gov- 
ernment have deliberately placea me in this posi- 
tion. If I win, the greaterthe giory. If I lose 
they will be damned forever, both by God and 
men. * * ° The crisis cannot be long deferred. 
I pray for God’s blessing on our arms, and rely far 
more on His goodness than Ido on my own poor 
intellect. I sometimes think now that [ can almost 
realize that Mohammed wassincere. When I see the 
hand of God guarding one s0 weak as myself, I 
can almost think myself a chosen instrament to 
carry out Bis schemes. Would that a better man 
had been seiected.”’ 

This was written from the head-quarters of the 
army at Tunstall Station, May 21, 1862. It seems 
to have been a private letter, and probably Gen. 
McClellan never expected to see it in print; but it 
appears to have been filed with the official records, 
and, being published, it is a fair subject for com- 
ment as an judication of the character of the man 
who wrote it. The things that must strike every 
reader of it are Gen. McClelian’s sweet innocence, 
unconsciousness, and simple piety. He owns to 
himself and his friend that he is very proud of the 
“pure military skill” he had exhibited at Manas- 
sasand Yorktown. What, then. were the achleve- 
ments which were to be Gen. McClellan’s * bright- 
est chaplets in histery?’’ At Manassas he had per- 
mitted Gen. Joe Johnston, with 50,000 men, to 
hold him bae& all Winter, though he had under his 
command a well-appointed tap 4 of 150,000! His 
“pure military skill” consisted in waiting—wait- 
ing even after Mr. Lincoln in despair peremptorily 
and repeatedly ordered an advanee: and then, in 
allowing his enemy toretire unhurt, in his own 
time and own way, bebind the Rappahannock, 
without a hostile volley being fired ! 

In front of xorktown Gen. McClellan permitted 
Gen. Magruder, with 15,000 men. to keep him and 
his army of 50,000 back for a month, during which 
McClellan was calling for reinforcements and get- 
ting up siege trains which were not to be used. 
Having remained at Yorktown as long as suited 
their purpose, the enemy evacuated Yorktown and 
retired up the Peninsula to the utter surprise of 
Gen. MeClellan and of the entire Union Army. 
These are facts of history, as well established as 
anything relating tothe war. The rebel Generals 
had every reason to be satisfied with the results of 
Manasses and Yorktown. If Gen. McClellan was 
also suited, then he tvas very easily satisfied, 

As for Williamsburg, where Gen. McClellan as 
eood as says that his presence turned the tide of 
battle from defeat to victory, it is enough to say 
that the battle was over before Gen. McClellan 
came onthe field. Gen.'A. 8S. Webb, who was on 
Gen. McClellan's staff, in his account of the battle 
in bis history of the Peninsula campaign, shows 
distinctly that Gen. McClellan knew nothing about 
the battle except that it was in progress all day 
from 7:30 A. M. till 4 P. M., and that he was 
nowhere near it till it was over, though the pres- 
enee of a Commander-in-Chief was greatly needed, 
for his subordinate Generals, Hooker and Sumner, 
were fighting without eoncert of action. All that 
Gen. McClellan did, after his arrival on the field, 
Gen. Webb shows, was to make “the necessary 
dispositions for more united action on the follow- 
ing day.” The following day the enemy was not 
there, to fight or to be fought. For him, his safe 
retirement was asnecess. For Gen. McClellan it 
ought to have beena bitter disappointment and 
mortification. 

The ultimate collapse of the military reputation 
of a General who could plume bimself on such 
achievements as these, and who, after such pitia- 
ble failures to improve his immense advantages, 
could see in himself an instrument chosen of God 
to overthrow the rebellion, is easily understood. 
Gen. McClellan's unfounded and unbounded self- 
conceit has been made apparent in many other 
ways, but In not many other documents does he 
posture more distinctly in the réle of Little Jacky 
Horner than in this letter to Burnside.

THE WEATHER INDICATIONS. 


Wasarncton, Oct. 1—1 A. M.—For the 
Middle Atlantic States, fair weather, preceded , by 
tight rains in the morning, northerly winds, becoming

STZMINGER'’S MURDERER FOUND. 

Charles F. Heck was committed to the 
Tombs last night as the murderer of William Stem- 
inger, who was shot in Forsyth-street yesterday 
morning. Steminger, who was 21 years old and 
had been empleyed as junior shipping clerk by 
Straiton & Storm, lived with his father at No. 199 
Forsyth-street, and shared his room with Henry 
Scherer. They went out Saturday night and at 
about midnight were eating and drinking on a 


eart. The cart was opposite the bouse in which 
Heck lodged. He was tipsy and became angry at 
the noise they made. They jeered at him when he 
called upon them to be quiet and he went down 
stairs partly dressed. According to the story ob- 
tained by Coroner Kennedy, Heck had a pistol and 
a club. He drove the boys from the oart and 
Steminger. in retreating, backed up agzeinst the 
front window of Matthias’s lager-beer saloon, No. 
206 Forsyth-street, and broke a window pane. Just 
then asbot was fired, and Steminger was wounded 
and soon died. Heck at first told Coroner Kenne- 
dy that he was so drunk that he did not know 
what he was doing, but he denied that he ever had 
a pistol. Policemen searched bis room and found 
a pistol case and a bullet similar to that which 
killed Steminger. On his way to the Tombs Heck 
admitted that he might have shot Steminger. 
PAE SEARS 
BUYING THE FIRST NEW STAMPS. 

Four persons stood in line by the stamp win- 
dow on the Broadway side of the Post Ofiee when 
the clock in the tower of Trinity Chureh began 
striking 12 o’clock this morning. Stamp Clerk J. 
K. Seymour unlocked a tin box and from it took 
sheets of terra cotta and green stamps. They 
were the pew twos and fours, which mark the 
lowest point ever reached in the letter postage of 
the United States. As the clock ceased striking, a 
tall, muscular map, with a brown mustache, who 
had been waiting 15 minutes, said, “* Two twos and 
two fours.” Clerk Seymour wi'ha pencil figured 
upon the glass shelf before him the price of the 
stamps, and shoved them, with 8 cents change 
from a dime and a nickel, through the window. 

he tall man was Roundsman John J. Harley, of 
Inspector Murray’s office, who thus bought the first 
stamps of the new issue sold in this City and prob- 
ably the first sold in the country. C. W. Babcook. 
of No. 121 Wythe-avenue, Brooklyn, followed. and 
stamping a letter addressed toa person in Hart- 
ford,-Conn., mailed the first letter. Adolf Marks, 
of No. 5 Avenue D, bought a four-cent stamp, and 
mailed a ietter to Boston. Then a few other per- 
sons straggled into the dimly-lighted corridor out 
of the driving rain. and the wheels of Government 
rolled on unhindered.

THE CHICAGO CATTLE MARKETS. 


PRS A Fa 

Cuicaao, Sept. 30.—Saturday last closed a week 
of more than ordinary activity in the cattle market. 
With one or twoexceptions, the receipta have never 
been equaled in numbers, the arrivals showing a 
daily avera;e of rather more that 7,500 head. 
But such was the active and general character of the 
demand that there was notgfat any time an over-sup- 
ply of any grade of stock, while the general market 
averaged higher than for the previous week. rat cat- 
tle were notably strovger. The demand for prime 
shipping and export grades kept steadily ahead of the 
supply, and there was a gradual hardening of prices 


which at the end of the week showed a clear advance 
of 15 to 20cents. There had been a dearth of fully 
matured and thoroughly fattened bullocks, and 
for such clasees the market is but littie better 
that nominal. The few exira on sale were taken 
quick on export account at $6 40 to $6 50, but the cat- 
tle for which these prices were paid were not the 
ripe 1,700 to 1,400 pound steers of former years. They 
were cattle of only one season's feeding. and “ kicked 
the beam” at from 1,450 to 1,400 pounds. The 
bulk of the native steers offered were of common to 
fair queries, and trading was principally at 84 to 

5 25. Not afew lean, rouch lots went below $4, at 
$3 75 to $3 90. The sales at $3 75 tof$4 25 were mecstiv 
to dressed beef shippers. Native butchers’ stock was 
less active than other descriptions, as the demand 
was largeiy confined to local butchers. Owing to the 
abundant supply of range cattle, canners were not 
obliged to give much attention to the natives. Ali 
were disposed of, however, at prices but little lower 
than were current at the close of last week. 
Good fat cows were sold at §3 to §3 75, bulls at 
$2 50 to 83 50, and common to fair steers at 
$3 75 to St 25. A few extra cows touched 
$4 to 84 25, while there were sales of scrubs at 
$2 25 to $275. Kange cattle were in heavy supply, that 
class comprising much more than half of the total 
arrivals. They werein aciive demand, however, and 
the market averaged firm. Texas through drovessld 
at $3 40 to 94 35 and Westerns at $3 50 to 85 624. The 
latter figure was obtained for some extra Montana na- 


.tives averaging 1,437 pounds. During the first three 


days of the week trade in the Hog department was 
aull and prices were on the down grade, owing to the 
liberal receipts. The superior quality of the hogs and 
the unsettled tone of the provision market all favored 
weakness,and up tothe close of business on Wednesday 
there had been a decline of 20 to 30 cents. After 
Wednesday the trend of prices was in the other direc- 
tion, and before the close of the week they had 
worked back to nearly the closing quotations of the 
prevjous week. Shippers took a larger proportion than 
usual of the offerings, not far from 35,000 going into 
their hands. The prevailing opinion is that the re- 
ceipts are to continue lioeral, anc net a few dealers 
incline to the opinion that the market will decline to 
the vicinity of $4 by the beginning of November. 
There was fair activity Saturday, and the market was 
about steady at 84 75 to 85 35 for poor to extra light 
weights, and at 84 56 to $5 15 for inferior to extra 
heavy hogs. One year ago the former were quoted at 
$7 60 to $8 40 and the latter at $7 7U to $8 15,

FALL FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 

PEACHES PLENTY, APPLES POOR, GOOD 
. PEARS, AND LOTS OF GRAPES. 

The market was well supplied all last week 
with peaches at moderate prices. ‘there were 
more from New-Jersey than was expected, and 
fully as many from along the Hudson, but the sup- 
ply from the Peninsula was very limited. reaches 
sold for higher prices in Philadelphia and the West 
than im this City, and most of the Peninsula 
peaches were diverted from this market, although 
there were from 15 to 20 car-loads sent over the 
Delaware Railroad daily, and the 15 car-loads 
from there for Saturday’s market were dis- 
tributed as follows: To Philadeiphia, 8; to Jersey 
City, 4; to Chester, 1: to Wilmington, 2. Those 
housekeepers who neglected to get their supply 
of Smock peaches for canpving and preserving from 
the preducts of Delaware and Marylend, should 
secure the Jersey Smoecks this week should they 
desire to do their ewn preserving. They will be 
quite abundant this week and as fine as any that 
have been grown in that State in many years. 
They will not sell for as low prices as those at 
which the Peninsula Smocks were sold, but they 
will not be sold this week, er until late in the 
week, for more than they were sold for last week, 
and only the very finest quality of Smocks whole- 
saled for upward of $1 25 per basket. The white 

ch, which most housekeepers knew as the 
orris White, will begin to come to market 
from New-Jersey this week, and it is not probable 
that they wiil be very vice. In fact, that variety of 
peaches (free-stone white peach) are deteriorating 
so rapidly that itis now very difficult to get any zood 
white free-stone peaches. The white cling, so pop- 
ular among housekeepers for brandying purposes, 
will be ripe next week, although there may be some 
from Midalesex County, N. J., this week. 

As stated by Tue Times on Monday last, apples 
have been coming into market from all points 
within close sieving distance of this City very 
rapidly, and it will not take more than two weeks 
more of such picking to gather the entire crop. 
Good appies could be bought all last week 
fer about $2 per barrel, while common apples were 
sold down as low as $1 per barrei. There are no 
apples coming into the markets that would an- 
swer the requirements of shippers, and it is doubt- 
ful if they will get any this season thatwill. Near- 
ly all the varieties of fancy pears can be fonnd in 
the markets now, and the following varieties can 
be obtained in abundance: Bartlett, Seckel, Beurre 
de Clairgeau, Beurre d’Anjou,Beurre Bosc, Swan's 
Orange, Sheldon, Louise Bon, Fiemish Beauties, 
and Buffins. They willseli for from $6 per barrel 
for the best Bartletts, down to $2 for common 
Buffins. Damsons have been very abundant this 
season and never sold cheaper. There will be 
a good supply of them here this week. and they 
will sell for about 75 ceuts per half-bushel crate. 
Quinees should come to the market in large quan- 
tities this week from Connecticut and New-Jersey. 
The variety mostly produced in these States is the 
pear quince, ehiefiy valuable tor jelly making, as 
they are too hard and tough for preserving or 
eanning. The apple quince grows best in the Jake 
section of this State.and Monroe County is cele- 
brated for its magnificent apple quinees, and It will 
~ & week or ten days before any are shipped from 

ere. 

Tematoes, which have been of a somewhat poor 
and indifferent quality for the past two weeks, will 
come into the market all this wom in larger auan- 
tities and of mueh finer quality. Should there not 
be much rain during the next 10 days, there will be 
an immense quantity of this fruit packed into cans. 
The flelas are red with tomatoes, the fruit is large 
and fine, and everything now looks favorable fora 
very abundant supply of canned tomatoes. Veg- 
etables of ali kinds must be abundant and cheap 
for several weeks. Sweet votatoes will not whole- 
sale for upward of $2 25 per barrel, ner Irish pota- 
toes for more than $2: onions for 60 cents for 
common Chester reds to $2 for the best Eastern 
whites; Russia turnips for $1 per barrel. and Hub- 
bard squash for about the same, wich cauliflower. 
cabbage, and celery as cheap as before in several 
years. There will be little or no trouble for a 
housekeeper to prepare a very excellent meal at a 
very little cost all this Fall, and.as grapes are so 
abundant that only by converting them into wine, 
brandy, and vinegar can theentire crop be utilized, 
the addition of a bunch or so of any one of the 
many varieties of domestic grapes to the mea! will 
searcely be felt even by the most economical 


house-wife.
